Plan Devised to Prevent Any 
Vote On Question of -Free 
Lumber 



Washlttgrton, April 3. — ^Fearing that 
the dembrids which they hav6 made 
for an opportunity to vote on some 
of the principal schedules In the Payne 
terlft bill might result In changes 
which they consider more disadvan- 
tageous than the provisions now in the 
bill, nearly thirty Republican member.s 
of the House met today and UKroed 
upon the changes which tliey desiro to 
have submitted in the form of com- 
mittee amendments. At the .same time 
a meeting of all the members of the 
AVays and Means committee was in 
progress to pas.s upon the amondmcnts 
wlilcli tlio sub-committee of Republi- 
can members had submitted. Tbero 
arc about filty or sl.xty of tliom which 
the conimlttoc will r('i)ort, includinf,' 
the striking out oC the countervail- 
ing provision for coffee and tlie duty 
on tea. 

Inforring tluit tlioy would vote 
against any rule to restrict ann.nd- 
ments to the Payne bill unless the 
chan.ijes they desire are prnvldcd for 
by the AVays and Means committee, 
thi! Republicans who met today.-decld- 
ed to send the following petition to 
Cliainnun P;iyno:

ated 1)>- -'thc"'li'(>smer Mines, Ltd., and 
about 400 workmen arc Involved. 

It was generally known that nego- 
tiations were in progress lor a new 
agreement between the Western Coal 
Operators' association and District IS 
of tho United Mine Workers of Amer- 
ica, covering the nextj.-two years. A 
written contract \v6s Ifeubmltted 'to the 
local, and a majority of the men voted 
In favor of it. Great surprise was 
felt when late on Wednesday night the 
contents of the telegram from the dis- 
trict oillcers became known. So far 
as can bo learned, the members of the 
local union here tire in ignorance of 
the cause of the refusal of their dis- 
trict oillcers to sign the new agree- 
ment. 

Fully ten days ago tho joint com- 
mittee of the operators and miners, 
sitting in convention at Macleod, drew 
up an agreement satisfactory to both 
sides, and at the request of the min- 
ers' rejiresentatlves this agreement 
was submitted to a referendum vote 
of the local unions in the district. By 
a majority of between two and three 
hundred the local unions Instructed 
their district otflcers to sign uji the 
agreement as submitted. A meetinii 
of tile operators iind district ollicors 
was held at Macleod on "\Vednesila\- 
for the purpose of executing tli'e 
agreement. At this moeling the o(H- 
cials refused to sign tho agreement, 
and Immecjiately opdered the closing 
down' of ftirthe mines , In this dis- 
trict, with the exception of those oper- 
ated hy the Crow's Neat Coal, company, 
which recently withdrew .ftom . the 
W(?stcrn Coal Operators' association. 

-A groat many of the miners hero 
express strongly their dissatisfaction 
at tlie action of the district otHcors 
! in compelling tliom to suspend work 
without llrst advising them as to the 
reason for suspension. Tlie general 
ojiinion S(>ems to be, however, that the 
shut-down will not last long.

• Fort Worth, Tex., April 3.— Fanned 
by a stiff wind, a fire which originally 
broke out in a barn on Jennings, 
avenue and Peter Smith street. In tho 
southern portion of tills city, this af- 
ternoon, -swept over an , area , of Xen 
■blocks, in length and seven In wldtii, 
destroying property roughly estimated 
in value to be In excess of $5,000,000 
and causing the death of six persons. 

The fire, which broke out in a faph-; 
ionablo residential district, was ,be- 
yonrl all control within Hftecn- minutes 
after it started, and was not checked-; 
until dynamite was resorted to four 
hours later. 

The local fire department being un- 
able to cope with the situation, as- 
sistance was rushed from Dallas and 
Weathcrford on si)ecial trains, but. 
even with these reinforcements tlio 
spread of the llame.s was not checlicd 
until they had eaten their way to tha ; 
Texas & Pacific railroad reservation, 
on the east. On tho south tho flro 
was checked at the Texas & Paciliu 
passenger station, this steel and stona 
structure forming a bulwark that 
saved the wholesale district of tha ■ 
city, which at one time- was in immU 
nent danger. • 

Fire's Rapid Spread. 

The Texas & Pacific roundhousa 
and twenty engines, tho repair shops, 
four couches, two public school build- 
ings and Walker's sanitarium wera 
the principal buildings destroyed. 
Tho others were residences, most of ■ 
them now and pretentious. So rapidly 
did tho names spread that people llv- 
wilhln a radius of three blocks of tho 
place of origin had no time to savo 
anything oxccpt tho clothes they, wore. 

A patient . whose identity has not- 
been learned perished in AValker'3 
Sanitarium and three men were elec- 
trocuted and their bodies burned to 
cinders in tho Sawyer electric plant. 
Herbert Stacey was fatally burned In 
an endeavor to save his dwelling, and 
a nrpman was killed by falling from ii. 
hou-s'e top. Rev. Mr. Cowan, assistant 
pastor of the Broadway Presbyterian 
uliurcli. Is missing. 

The burned district tonight is be- 
ing patrolled by troops to prevent loot- 
ing, and it is estimated that 500 
families are homeless. Many of thesp 
have gone to Dallas, where shelter, haa 
been offered. 

Fire at Dallas. 

Dallas, Tex., April 3.— Sixty-four 
residences and a private sanitarium In 
a suburb of Dallas were destroyed by 
lire late today, causing a loss estimated ; 
at a quarter of a million dollars. The • 
fire, fanned by a strong southwest . 
wind, swept through fourteen resldon-t. 
tial blocks. In the burned area, which, 
covers liore than a quarter of a mile, 
of territor.y, only five buildings ro-J 
maiu intact. The patients at tlit).; 
sanitarium were removed in safety. . ■'

Lady Constanee told a thrilllns 
stery "of how she o\-ereame tho rigid 
prison rcgnlationH enforced against 
her and her slater suffragettes, and 
maiKiged to malte notes in writing- 
notes for use in her speech on libera- 
tion. 

"They would not let mo write," 
said Lady Constance. 'They tried In 
ever.v way to prevent mo from even 
makin.g notes while in jirisoii. They 
denictt me paper, pencils and ink. 

"Hut despite tho harsli ijrison rules.' 
invoked against mo, tliey could not,'' 
prevent me from using ink, for 'nar-'f 
t\n-e had ])rovideil me with a soaloA.

OLDES T PEE R DIES 

London, April. 3.— Peter Robert Bur- 
rell, fourth Baron ' Gwydyr, the oldest 
living member of the peerage, died 
today. In tile course of his long llfo 
he witnessed the coronation .of four 
English sovereigns. Baron Gwydyr 
I was born in 1810 and would havo been 
one hundred years old just a year 
hence. Ho was born In Kent aiul was 
I the eldest surviving son of tlie late 
' Hon. .Merrik Lliidsey Burrell. by 
Frances, daughter of tho late .lame.i 
I Danlell, Ksfi., and grandson of the 
i llrst Lord Gwydyr. 'l lie fourth Baron 
I Gwydyr married, in 1S1(.>, Sophia Jane, 
' cinly daughter of l''re(lerick Campbell, 
lOsq., of liarbreck, Scotjland, and Blrk- 
lield lodge, Suffolk. . She died in 184:{ 
and in 1S56 ho married Georgina, 
daughter of Goorge'Peter HOlCord, AI.I'., 
of VVeston :Blrt, Gloucestershire,- who 
passedr'awayilni "1892. The late JBaron 
G-wydyr'sucocerted to tho title on the 
'death of his kinsman Baron Wlllough- 
by do l'"resby. In 1870. Tho title passed 
to. him through Ilia grandfather, who 
was the first Dord Gwydyr, whilst the 
burony of .Wllloughby Ercsby passed 
under a decision of tho House of 
Lords in 1S71 to the eldest" sister of 
the last bolder of the title. 

The late liaron Gwydyr was a re- 
markable man in many ways, and the 
announcement , of. ,. hia demise here 
brings forth many comments I'.avorabUi 
to Ills niemoiT- His unusual vitality 
remninod with liini to a very ripe age, 
and lie wa.s able, until reeentiv. t:> 
recall many imiiortant events of his- 
tory which occurred during his lengthy 
career.

,Iidin's e^ollege, C.'imlirldge, where lie 
graduated in 1830 wltli tlie degree of 
M.A. He was ;if t''i-wards chairman of 
quarter sessions D. L., .1. P., and C. 
.Suffolk-, high sheriff Kvili; seerotary t i 
the lord great eliamlierlain from IS.'iT 
to l.SiO, .-irid high steward of Iii.^wleli. 
lie is HUccei'ded liy his sou by llu^ 
llrst union, Hnn. Wllloughby .Merrik 
Campbell, F.It.(J.S.

CLEAN UP, 



In Detroit, Michigan, they have, "a 
cleaning up day" at least once a year. 
Alt tho sclioois are closed and there is 
a general sallying forth of cltlKens, old 
and young, with rakc.s, shovels, brooms 
and such like \\-i-,-i;,ons. Wi. do not 
know tliat wc .■should advocate setting 
apart a day for cleaning things up in 
this town, but It would be a mighty 
good tiling for VIctorl.a it wc could 
.ill catch the Detroit spirit in 
this respect. The city needs 
cle'^nlng ; up very much indeed. 
The ■worst offenders are the municipal 
authorities themsclvo.'i. It seems liard- 
ly credible that tliorc are places 
whore rubbish left by city workmen 
has been lying along tho roadside for 
nearly, if not quite, a year. ' There' Is 
little use In calling upon private cltl- 
zehs to. clean up their promises' if tho 
city authorities will not sot the exam- 
ple. Municipal rubbish is as bad as 
any other rubbish. . 

Who is responsible' for this munici- 
pal untidincsa?,..SpiTiO people ^yllI 
iinswcr at, once and say tho City Engi- 



neer; but we do not think so. Tho 
Cltyv;EngIneer;'ihas';jjtlw things to at- 
tend 'to^aiid'canWt' be "Expected to act 
as municipal scavenger. We thinlc tho 
aldermen are to blame. They liavo 
eyes like the rest of. us a.nd they must 
see tho untidiness of tho streets. W'o 
think the police are. to blame, for they 
also can see for thomsclvea tliat rub- 
bish is left in public places, AVo think 
the people In charge of specific pieces 
of public work are to blame, when thoy 
do not clean up after they have com- 
pleted what they have In hand. 

People ' will visit Victoria by tens of 
thousands this summer. Now may wo 
aslt the municipal authorities il! they 
have taken even the preliminary steps 
^o^.ar(dB.lseelngj,thati the city Is made 
look pfesohtablo,' And if so What those 
steps are? We aro not now thlnljing 
of laying street pavements or any- 
tiiing half as formidable, but only of 
the proper cleaning of the- streets. If 
the authorities would set an oxamplo 
in tliis respect, private individuals 
would follow it. As tliere seems to Iju 
a necessity of getting down to first 
principles In this matter, some few 
Items may be mentioned, such as 

The removal of all debris left after 
any street or sidewalk Work has been 
done; 

Tlie removal of old rftlls, old wagons 
and things of that kind which encum- 
ber the streets; 

Tho cutting of bushes In the princi- 
pal streets; 

The collection of all tho flotsam and 
jetsam of trafUc, which has fallen upon 
tho roadway and never been removed;- 

The strict enforcement of all bylaws 
regarding tho deposit of rubbish on the 
street; 

Tlio demolition of old shacks which 
are unsanitary and a menace to neigh- 
boring jjroperty; 

Such are a few of the matters to 
which the nmnicipal authorities ought 
to give their attention at once. If 
they would go at the business In an 
energetic way and the Mayor would 
follow such action up with a public 
request that ali citizens would clean up 
their premises, a great deal would bo 
done In' a week or two. 



HERO WORSHIP 



But yesterday and Toddy's name had 
stood against tlie world: now none so 
poor as do him reverence. "The King 
is dead: long live .the King" conveys 
a sentiment not confined to monarch- 
ies alone. There Is somotlilng almost 
pathetic In tho manner" in which so 
many of our friends across the boun- 
dary line speak of ex-Presldent Boose - 
velt. He Is no longer to inany a great 
and shining light; his figure no longer 
looms up so vast that it casts a siiadow 
over everything. His faults arc all 
remeimberedj hlB virtues, are "fast being 
forgotten. ■ i;a8t-'.~Novembep he need 
only have lifted his hand to have been 
made President: today he is a "has 
been" to an extent \liat is almost ap- 
palling. Before lie went out of ofilce 
people used to say that it was good 
that he was going away, for if he had 
remained at home he would over- 
shadow his successor. Now the way 
some of the papers are writing about 
him and some of the people are talk- 
ing about liini, ills departure Is a good 
thing for liiinself, as it will spare him 
the painful task of witnessing his own 
eclipse. Yet Mr. Roosevelt is In'many 
respects a great, strong and good man. 
Too Impetuous perhaps for his own 
fame: too Impulsive to be always suc- 
cessful: too masterful to win popular 
sympatliy, ho was resolute, courageous, 
and In many respects a man of far- 
seeing wisdom and sound common 
sense. If his feliow-cltizons hoave 
sighs of relii-r because of Iiis exit from 
Ills high oflicc, perliaps tho fault is 
more with them than with him. 

One trouble with our good neighbors 
is tliat they put their public nien on 
too high a pedestal. It Is well enoiigh 
to .aijotheosize men after they are dead, 
but to deify them when living is a 
risky business. No mortal' man could 
possibly live up to the reputation 
which the American people thrust upon 
thi'ir lieroes. Take .•Vdmlral Dewey for 
cxainplc. This estimable imd excellent 
naval oflicur performed a feat at Man- 
illa which was spectacular but not 
Iiartlcularly brilliant. He sma.shed ui) 
a lot of Spanish naval junk and per- 
sonally did not pretend to luive done 
an^•tlliIlg half .-is reinarltahli! as otlier 
olllccrs of the Uniteil .States navy had 
done before him. But Ills feilow-clti- 
nens would not have it so. He was 
deified, and the whole country hung 
out the sign: "If you don't see what 
you want, a.slv for it." If one mny 
judge from his after actions, what he 
wanted most was to be let alone, but 
ho was not let alone, and when he 
turned over to his newly-mado wife 
the house whicli the people had given 
hlni, he fell from his i)odest;il with a 
dull thud and to all intents and juir- 
!)();;(•» disappeared. Then tliere was 
Licntenant Hobson, as he was then, 
who did a very plucky thing down In 
Culja. Lots of other United States 
sailors ha\-e done |)luck.\' tilings, but 
Hobson's act was sulllcicntiy spectacu- 
lar tn attract, everyone's attention, and 
he was delded, all the girls In the 
country wanting to kiss him. Of course 
when the kissing began every reason- 
able person saw tliat, like tho Frcncii- 
nian's soup, Hobson's fame would "last 
pretty quick," and so it did. So with 
Mr. Roosevelt. Ho was a Presfdent 
who was resourceful, courageous, orig- 
inal, energetic, and a patriot In the 
best sense of the term, but he was not 
;i god, or even a iU:nil-Kod. lie had 
ills weak points lil;e otlier people, and 
In tho fierce light ivlilch ijeats ujion" 
tho presidential ■ cht^A', these faults bc- 
came_ ^conspicuous. [ There were two 
Roosevoits, the man as he was, and a 



most excellent man indeed, and the 
man the American people made him 
out to bo, and this "was a creation 
which will hardly ' ever ; be actually 
seen in this vale of tearia. ■ .

THE U.S. TARI.PF 

' Tho latest objection raised to the 
admission of coal Into the United 
States free of duty is that such a pol- 
icy will delay the developraent; of ythe 
coal deposits of Alaska for ait least a 
century. Tho claim Is made that tho 
largest and best deposits of coal in all 
tho Pacific Northwest are In ■ Alaska, 
but it Is asserted; 
be woriced If'T3rl 
permitted to enter the United States 
free of duty. In addition to this it Is 
claimed that the free admission of our 
coal will force ail tho mines In; tlio 
Rocky Mountain States to close down. 
It Is rather startling to read that only 
an expondituro of $3,000,000 is neces- 
sary to place tho alleged high-grade 
coal of .i.!a3ka on the market, ljut that 
this will not be expended In tiio next 
century If Vancouver Island.' .coal. 'Is 
not kept oiit of the country by an ex- 
port duty. We have an Idea that if 
there Is an abundance of higli-grade 
coal In Alaska wlilcli can bo marketed 
with an expenditure 'of 13,000,000, It 
would not be necessary to go out of 
Vlctprla to raise the capital. If Repro- 
sentntivo Mondell, of Wyoming, who is 
tho authority for the statement, knows 
of tho existence of tho linest coal 'in 
tho Pacific Coast in a locality wliere 
It can be got by an expenditure of 
$3,000,000 in railway building, we do 
not tlilnk he would find the least dllll- 
culty in financing the proposition right 
in this town. 

Another very amusing point in re- 
gard to the new tarifC Is aa to tho lum- 
ber schedule, and the Post-Intelllgen- 
cer, of Seattle, Is responsible for It. 
Our contemporary tells tho people of 
the Middle States that, If they insist 
on lotting Canadian lumber in free of 
duty, Uie lumbermen p.f the State of 
Washington will have to stop cutting 
logs and go to farming and thus ralso 
at home tho produce which they now 
Iniy In those wicked states which want 
free lunilji-r. Our lumbermen tell ns 
that, if we have free luml>er, tho Unit- 
ed States mlllmen will undersell us In 
our own .market. Tlio United States 
mlllmen say that If they have free 
lumber our mlllmen will undersell them 
In their markets. AVe suppose these 
projiosltlons can be reconciled in some 
way, but at present wo do not see just 
liow. This, iiowever, does not touch 
the Post-Intelligcneer's point about the 
iunibermen of its State. going into 
farming, which In its way Is about as 
funny a thing as- one- often reads. ■

The; truth Is that; as wo .. remarked 
jome little time ago, the, bark of the 
Reductlon-6f- Armaments'" party ils very 
nuch worse than Its bltg.' ' It'fls not 
i hero that the stress of ' the Govern- 
.nent'a dlffloulty lies; It Is rather In the 
growing fear of tho country that even 
now they do not. fully roalisie tlio 
gravity, idf^.the'-'situatlon and may per- 
sist In the 'op'tlmi&m that has landed 
us in our present straits. Ministers 
still question the anticipations of Ger- 
n-.an naval progress expressed by Iilr. 
Balfour on Tuesday, and repeated 
yesterday by Mr. Lee and Mr. Prcty- 
man, yet after wiiat has already hap- 
pened It is impossible to brush them 
aside and ignore thoni. The Opposition 
have not hitherto been in any sense 
disposed to criticize the Admiralty ad- 
versely. They now si)eak with all tlie 
more weight on that account. They 
have cnn.sistontly beliaved as all Op- 
positions ought to lieliave in not mak- 
ing matlors a iiarty question any more 
than foreign nlfnirs; iind thoy liavo In 
fact more than once supported the Ad- 
miralty against Independent criticism 
from both sides of the House. But tho 
time Is past for prophesying smooth 
things. By the adnil.sslon of the Gov- 
ernment the Admlral'ty have allowed 
themselves to be cauirht napping once, 
and it is the duty of tlio country to in- 
sist that they must not be caught 
napping again. Once bit, twice shy. 
Tho German jirogramme may not be 
unexpectedly and clandestinely accel- 
erated again, but we have admittedly 
no pledge to that effect. In these cir- 
cumstances, If. we accelerated our own 
programme at.onjce and without regard 
to German's, declared intentions, we 
should only be yielding to that "provi- 
dent fear which Is the mother of 
.safety." 

For be it noted that, while the moS- 
erate scale of our own recent pro- 
grammes has retarded and discouraged 
the development of plant and output 
among our own manufacturers of tho 
Indisponslble materials and accessories 
of warships, Germany has Iteen devol- 
o])lng her own resources In this res- 
pect to a ))ro(llglous and almost iii- 
credilile extent. Tho flguri'S given l)y 
Mr. Lee are not only dlsquhitlng, but 
pnsltlvelx- startling. Thoy show tliat. 
should Germany go oa accelerating her 
already accelerated iirogrnmme, there 
Is no obstacle to her doing thi.s, as we 
had fondly supposed there was. In tho 
limitations of her manufacturing re- 
sources. Now these prodigious devel- 
opments have not been undertaken for 
nothing. Firms which employ more 
than as many men .-is tlie whole jier- 
soiinel of tlie Gormiin navy arc not 
likely to remain content or even to 
consent, If thoy can lielii It, to a reduc- 
tion or limitation of their normal out- 
put. It bolioo\-es us then to take heed 
and example from this prodigious de- 
velopment, and forthwith to do like- 
wise lest perclinnoe we be caught nap- 
ping again. By the prompt distribu- 
tion of orders for the 'materials and 
nccesaorles of war.slii|)s which aro cer- 
tain to bo wanted in the coming time 
we must enable our manufacturers at 
least to keep pace with tho great Ger- 
man firm of Krupp, If not once more to 
jte t> well ahead of it. It Is onlv tlie 
certainty of receiving orders from time 
to time that will Induce the manufac- 
turers of warship material to extend 
their plant and resources.

Bank of Montreal's Appeal 
To Be Argued at Van- 
couver ^ . . 



Orio of tho cases to bo heard before 
tho forthcoming sitting of tho full 
court nt Vancouver - Is tho anpeul 
brought by tH-e.'.Banki of Montreal from 
a recent, decision of tho court of ro- 
\-islon and assessment. It will bo 
argued for the province by Deiuity 
Attorney-General MaoLeaU, who left 
for Vancouver last night. The point 
at issue Is the interpretation to bo 
placed on a proviso In the enactment 
jirovldlng tor deductions to be made 
from the annual prollts for the purpose 
of jirrivlng .-"t tho taxublo net revenue. 

Losses written off during the year 
may bo thus deducted, but there is 
a proviso.; which has caused the liti- 
gation. The proviso reads: 

"Such losses being written off with- 
in sl.x months from the time they were 
ascertained and not covering trans- 
actions antedating that date more than 
IS months." 

Tin; court of revision held that the 
proviso only related to transactions 
whlcli wore entered Into and stibsc- 
quently written off during the two- 
year limit referred to. The bank on 
the other hand would extend the In- 
terpretation' so.that transaations in- 
itiated at a mucli earlier date should 
be Included for purposes of deduction 
from tho not revenue. 

The decision of tlie court of re- 
vision Is more favorable from a I'eve- 
luie standpoint, and tlie bank is anx- 
ious to liavo tile matter settled. So 
far tlK.'i-e ha.s been no judicial inter- 
pretation of iliat statue, whloli was 
passed in lOOII. . -Wilson, Senkler &. 
Bloomllcld arc acting for the bank.

PAL M SUN DAY 

Today is I'alm Sunday, the Sun<lav 
next bef<jre Easter. In the Church of 
England and lioth the Roman Cntholie 
and Greek churches the day Is still 
observed in remembrance of the entry 
of Jesus Into .rerusalem shortly befr-v',. 
Ills crucllixion. The storv 'told bv 
evangelists Is familiar to all. In the 
midst of susjiiclcju and intrigue ;i 
great bur.st of pojiular enthusiasm 
greeted Jesus as He rode Into the city 
seateil on ,an as.s "and a \-ery great 
inuUitude siire^ad their garments' in the 
way. (Hhei-H cut down branches from 
the trees, and strewed tliehi in the 
way. And the multitude that went 
before, and that followed, cried. sa\-- 
ing, Ilosanna to th(> Son of David: 
Ulossed Is he that cometh in the name 
of the Lord; Ho.^anna in the Highest." 

Tlie Christian church has commem- 
orated this event by distributing after 
thc^y had been blessed palms or 
brunches of other trees to the people 
who carried thoni in iiroc^ession and 
then brought them hack to tin- church 
where they were, burned and the a.slies 
preserved till the following Ash ^Ved- 
nesday, ' when they were sprinkled on 
the heads of the pcojile In token of 
Immiilation. . 

In the English Church the willow 
branches were used as they were the 
■first, to show any sign of life Tlio 
blessiljg of the palms was ono of the 
ceremonies retained by Henry vill af- 
ter Beformatlon, but it was abolished 
by Edward VI. . 

In Rome, the ceremoi^ies of Palm 
Sunday are still witnessed in the 
great cathedral of St. Peter, by great 
multitudes who receive there the bene- 
diction c*'the Pope. 

In the south and north of England 
it was long the custom for boys and 
girls to go out and gather buds and 
slips of willow at"' this season, and 
In London for the week procedinx 
Palm Sunday, these slips were for- 
merly sold. Often the dwellers in the 
city did not, we are told, know that 
these branches were not really palms 

One of the collects anciently used 
on Palm' Sunday ended with this pe- 
tition: 

"We humbly besech the that the 
trutlie may sanctlfie this creature of 
floures and branches, and slips of 
palmes ,<ir liowes of trees, wliicli ui.- 
ofCf bi'fore the iire.seliee of tliy glory; 
that the devoute i)eoplc> bearing tlieni 
in their liaiid.-s may nieryle to ob- 
tayno the grace of thy benediction." 

At .St. Andri'w's CathedraJ the cere- 
mony of blesHhig the palms will bo 
oljHorved tomorrow and In all the 
Episcopal chinches special services 
will be held.

Shape 
the (lough in Imns, ami la,\- tlu;m apai-t 
on liutti.-red tin i)l,-ite.--. or linking 'sliects 
in row.s ;it least three Inches a;>art. to 
rise for b.-ilf an hour. I'laci- .-l cross 
mould on them (tlii.-i rna,^■ In- ilon,- 
roughly v.-ith the back nf ;i knifi-) and 
baki> the Iiuns in a iiuiek oven from 
fifteen to twenty minub's.

The crews qulclcly settled down Into 
the most thrilling race of years, lirst 
tlio one and ■then tlie other forging 
ahead until two thirds of the course 
had been covered. "When the Dark 
Blue's superior weight and stamina be- 
gan to tell and slowly they crept to tlio 
front. By the time Barnes' bridge was 
readied, clear water was. visible be- 
tween the boa't.s and thoroiittor it was 
only a question of how badly Cam- 
bridge was to be beaten. Stuart call- 
ed upon his men for a linal desperate 
spurt, but although the tired crew an- 
swered plucklly, the rally was short 
lived and did not cut down their op- 
ponents lead at 'the end, which was 
being gradually increased.

.TuRt before 'the start of Iho contest 
the enterprising afternoon jiapers from 
Ijondon burst upon the scene printed 
on blue paper. Thoir appcaraneo 
roused interest and excitement to a 
white heat. One of them boldly pre- 
dicted tho victory of Oxford and since 
■ it was fortunately right enjoyed an im- 
mense circulation In the outskirts of 
tho crowd where the spectators wore 
unable to see that the race had not 
yet started and supposed that tho story 
was cctrreet. 



The female suffragists made the day 
an occasion for advertising and flaunt- 
ed balloons above the crowd which 
bore their motlos lii striking letters. 

Tho two creivs fairly set tho crowd 
mad when they emerged from the boat 
houses at Putney at ten o'clock and 
made short practice pulls. Both were 
pronounced to be In perfect condition. 

The excitement on. board the 
launches followlfig the bbats and along 
the river banks rose to fever pitch, 
and the shouts of encouragement were 
deafening. Passing Barnes the bdats 
were practically level, but from tblB 
point tho Oxford crew drew away.t'and 
by the time the Barnes bridge 'was 
reached there 'was daylight between 
them. 

The Cambridge men were beginning 
to show signs of the Hpmerlo struggle, 
and although they stuck gamely to 
tho work tho Issue never again was 
in doubt Th6 Oxonians came right 
away, and soon led -by two lengths.

Anybody's Race 
As far as Barnes bridge it was any- 
body's race, but at this point tho great 
weight ahd stamina of the dark blues 
told, and with a magnificent dash. R. 
C. Bourne, the OxtoM stroke; sent his 
boat to the- front and passed the post 
tiie easiest of winners. 

Cambridge won the toss and chose 
the Surrey side of the river but in tho 
absence of any wind the water was 
smooth, and there was not mucli ad- 
■ vantage In tho selection of a station. 
! At tho crack of tlie i.lstol. the Oxford 
I stroke. Bourne, was (lie first to grip 
i the water, and for tho lirst minute 
; his oar moved at Iho rate of 3S strokes 
to 39 strokes a minute set by 0. C. Ji. 
Stuart, the Cambridge stroke. 

In the beginning, the nose of the 
Oxford boat showed slightly in the 
lead. Calling to his men at Beverley 
. Brook, the veteran Stuart quickl);. 
, overtook thfe leaders and forged td the 
I front. Soon he was a quarter length 
to the good. Bourne, however, was not 
to bo outdone. The Oxonian answered 
spurt with spurt, and it soon became 
evident that the race of 1009 would 
be memorable. 

Aware that his chances of victory 
rested in securing a commanding lead 
early in the race, Stuart held to a 
swift rate stroke. lie was well backed 
up by Ills crew, who pulled In splendid 
time, and pushed furtlier and further 
ahead until the coxwain of the Cam- 
bridge boat was on a level with tho 
Oxford bow. The Oxford crew came 
on again and closed up rapidly, until 
passing tlie half mile post the two 
boats were level. 

Excitement Tremendous 
The excitement on the banks was 
tremendous and a roar of cheering 
broke out as the Oxford men, grijiplng 
the water In great stylo, passed their 
opponents and established a lead of 
half a length at Harrods. 

Stiiart however, was not to bo be- 
hind. He. quickened his stroke and 
tlio Cambridge crew rowing with 
splendid dash, gradually overhauled 
tliolr rivals, and tho two crews shot 
under I-Iaminersmith Bridge almost on 
a doiid level. 

Here Bourne's longer stroke of 35 to 
the minute as against Stuart's 3G to 
the minute began to tell, and the Ox- 
onians drew away until a .spectator's i 
boat got In the way and made a swerve ' 
to one side necessary. This enabled' 
Cambridge again to draw up on ai 
level. 

Oft Chyswick tho Oxonians were ' 
again sliglitly In the lead, but this' 
adv.antage was only momcntar}', as 
.Stuart by a ciuuiter spurt brought the 
boats together at Thorneycroft. I 

The farther tho Oxford crew went 
the better they seemed to row.

She sailed from Callao on July IR, 
1908, and has never arrived, although 
she '.should have reached Antwerp 
■many month.s ag-o. Tlio mystery of her 
loss will ijrubaljy never now bo clear- 
ed up. The Balmore was of 1122 tons 
gross register, owned by Jlcssrs. liat- 
liekl. Cameron & Co., of Glasgow. She 
carried a crew of 31 hands. 

Lloyd's lias also posted as missing 
tile .Sunderland steamer Mewont. Tim 
steamer sailed from Southamoton in 
Ijallast. on i'ehruary 12, on a short 
coasting voyage to Blyth, and this was 
one of the boats written oft. On tho 
night of F(;bruary 12 she was sighted 
off the Owers lightship by the New- 
castle Htoaincr Walter Scott, but sinco 
then nothing whatever has boon hoard 
of her. Underwriters hold the view 
that she was ^unk by a collision with 
the .Norwegian bark Inga off Beachy 
Head the following morning. Tho lat- 
ter -vessol has reported seriously dam- 
aged by collision with an unknown 
steamer off that point on February 13, 
at a time at which.

The latest advices from 
Hoquain state that the ocean-going 
tugs Cudahy and Daring are at West- 
port tonight and *wiU go to the scene 
of :<.the wreisked schooner Charles E.

IPrbm ' reports received hero tonight it 
is thought that tho tugs wl not bo 
able to get -within thrco miles of tho 
stranded vessel, owing to tho beach 
being .shoal for a long distance.

The tug went out after tlie 
schooner Polaris, and both tho tug and 
schooner came near being wrecked. 
When .safe Inside tho captain thought 
it too rough to go out for the schooner 
Falk.

owners in San Francisco. He thinks 
that the vessel can be easily floated 
at high tide with tho help of two tuga 
if it is done at once. Tho Falk lost 
a shoe and not lier Iceel as llrst re- 
ported. 

There is no ho?o of saving iho 
schoiyier. The vessel is lying in such 
a position that tugs are unable to get 
within three miles oC the craft. 

Details of the wreck are told in . a 
special dlsiiatch from Mocllp by "Mate 
Holmes of the Falk. 

"In all my 16 years at' sea this is tho 
first time I have ever been. In a ship- 
wreck. We left San Pedro 30 days 
ago, light bound for Aberdeen and our 
passage was made in the. face of a. 
succession of head winds until we 
finally reached the entrance to Grays 
Harbor, when the wind sprang up 
from tho southwest bringing a storm 
in Its wake," snld Holmes. "On Mon- 
day we aiiproachod the bar as closely 
as wo dared and waited for a tug. 
One finally came out as we thought 
for our ship, but passed us by and took 
in a vessel further out. If we bad 
been to-ived in then it would have eav- 
cd us this exporlenco and tho loss of 
our shio. 

"Tho wind continuing fresh wo stood 
out to soil and were carried north by 
the gale until we lost our bearings and 
gradually drifted shoreward. 

"About midnight Wednesday I heard 
the booming ot bi-eakers and tried to 
.stand out to sea, but we wore caught 
in the current and wero fast drifting 
in. About 3 o'cock in tho morning I 
distinguished rocks on tho beach and 
know that our only salvation lay in 
escaping them, so allowed the ship to 
drift with tho current which landed 
us here. As we passed through the 
breakers great seas broke over the 
ship and filled tho hold With, water. 
Tlie fact that it remained there is 
evidence that tho planking Is atllh 
sound. If the weather continues fair 
and another southwester does not 
spring up I believe we can save the 
ship." . . . •• ■ . - • •

Toyo .kisen Kaisha Had Defloit - of 
Over $400,000 During ' 
Last Season 



Although heavily susldlzcd, Japanese 
shipping companies are not making 
prolit.s and, according to advices re- 
ceived this morning by tho K. JI. S. 
Empress of India, tho Toyo Kisen at 
its annual mooting, to have been held 
on March 30, had n loss of over J400,- 
000 to declare. The deficit was 817,- 
566 yen. 

The Toyo Kisen kalsba was prepar- 
ing to reestablish Its lino to South 
America on April 14, when the Bteamor 
Ainca Maru was to be despatched 
from Hongkong for MazanlUo, Salina 
Cruz and the ports of Peru and Chill. 

The amount of subsidy provided for 
tho trans-Paclflc lines of tho N. Y. K. 
and Osaka Shosen kaisha next year 
will amount to $1,609,047. 

The depression In the shipping trade 
is seriously affecting the seafaring 
people of Japan, according to advices 
roc(Mod in yesterday's, malls. A largo 
number of mercantile officers and sea- 
men have beon thrown out of employ- 
ment as tho result of the depression 
In tho shipping trade. Tho Osaka 
Asahi says that the situation Is be- 
coming worse. According to the Ijt- 
ost rotiu'ns drawn up by the Osaka 
branch of the Seamen's Relief society 
and reported to the Osaka marine of- 
fleo, in Osaka city alone Ca3 men are 
now out of employment and aro in 
much distress. Slnco la.st spring the 
number of unemployed ofUcers and 
.seamen has Increased at a rate of 
about sixty a month. It h.as to bo 
borne in mind that the number men- 
tioned represents only those who have 
applied to tho marine office for eni- 
ployment. When all are counted It 
is balleved about 1,000 men will bo 
found to bo out of employment. 



CLA'NSMA'N NEARLY 

LOST HAY CARGO

rrost Slid Off

steamer ClaUHman, one ol^ the small 
froigliters plying from the Fraser to 
this iKirt with fodder, wa;! almost tip- 
ped into tho sea In Muil Buy when tho 
steamer grounded whie on her way to 
this port. Tho Clansman stranded In 
the mud and lipped over to port. As 
shi; went over it wan feared that her 
cargo would slide away, but sho was 
righted before it moved, and proceeded 
on her way to Victoria.

Tho British steamer Strathdce, which 
was under charter to load guano at 
Ocean island for Europe, lias been 
damaged In a eolHslon at Mngdalena 
hay and will have to go to San Fran- 
ci.sco for repairs. Wliother or- not sho 
will go to the Sound later for'-.bunkcr 
coal Is not known. < 



Warships at Honolulu. 

Tho Japanese men-of-wnr Aso and 
Soyo, formerly Russian cruisers cap- 
tured in the late war, have arrived 
at Honolulu en route to the Pnclflo 
coast. They will go to San ITrar-clsco 
first and later proceed. to this port. 



In payment for the seizure of the 
sealing schooner Agnes G. Donahue, 
which was captured In the Waters of 
Uruguay throe years ago when on a 
scaling cruiso and taken to Monte- 
video, whoro her crow was imprisoned, 
the government of Uruguay has agreed 
to make compensation to Capt. Bal- 
com, of this city, and associates. News 
to this effect was received In Victoria 
yesterday. Tho Agnes O. Donohue. 
which was one ot a fleet of seven 
Healing schooners that went from Hall- 
fax to the sealing grounds oft Uruguay 
and Capo Horn, is now hunting In 
Antarctic waters. 

The Agnes G. Donohue was kept for 
some months at Montevldao and her 
crew was kept In prison at the Uru- 
guayan capital for some months, Capt. 
Matt llyan, being sentenced to two 
years imprisonment. A Canadian law- 
yer was sent, by the Ottawa govern- 
ment to take up tho case for the seal- 
ers through the British consul, and ul- 
timately tho release of the men and 
schooner was secured. 

Many Victoria sealers have seen 
the Interiors of foreign prisons fol- 
lowing the seteure of their vessels by 
Russian, American and other govern- 
ments; some have been recompensed 
for their losses and given financial 
balm fcr their sufferings, others have 
not. Many claims for illegal selsures, 
not pushed as thoroughly by tho gov- 
ernment as others, have remained un- 
pald for more than a decado and are 
still pending. 

Capt. Balcom, manager ot the Pa- 
cific Whaling company, who is chiefly 
interested In tho settlement of tho 
claim of tho schooner Agnes G. 
Donahoo, has himsulf seen tho interior 
of a Kusslnn prison, and, whllo tho 
ropresentatlVQ of the Canadian gov- 
ernment arranged a settlement for tho 
imprisonment and loss of two other 
schooners, his claim was sacrificed, 
with that of the Roalo Olsen, to at- 
tain this result. Capt. W. O. Hughes, 
master of the C. P. K.. steamer Princess 
Beatrice, has also seen the inside of 
the henhouse which served as a prlsop 
at Petropavlovsk. Capt, Copp, now 
visiting Victoria, was another im- 
prisoned sealer, .and there, aro many 
others In Victoria^ 

The experiences of the sealers at 
Petropavlovsk Is said to have given 
Budyard Kipling the foundation for 
his notable story, "The Devtl and tho 
Deep Sea," In which be tells of the 
capture and imprisonment of the pearl- 
ers- by a Dutch governor who.lootod 
the steamer until It required all of a 
Scotch engineer's ingenuity to make 
her limpi away.- The Russian governor 
at Petropavlovsk actod In like rriannor. 
He looted tho seized schooners. Their 
side lights were taken to make lan- 
terns to decorate the entranc -jto his 
house, even the rubber boots and 
sweaters wore taken from the sealers, 
pocket knives, and all they possessed 
were stolon, and tho mea were given 
7% cents per day as an allowance to 
feed themselvoH. 

Of the many adventures and ex- 
periences of the scalers who have 
found foreign prisons perhaps tho 
worst, was that of tho late Capt. 
Ogllvie, of tho schooner Caroline, 
W'hicli, with the Onward and Thornton, 
were the first schooners scl?;ed by tho 
UnitPril ,Stntes government when tho 
crusade against tho Victoria scalers on 
account of «'hlch tho U. S. government 
afterward paid $425,000 In damages was 
begun in ISSC. Admiral Bob Kvans, 
who was recently in Vietoria, was one 
of thoeo who took part in this c;im- 
palgn in Boring Sea. Capt. ObIIvIo, 
when his schooner was seized, was im- 
prisoned with the other scalers at 
Sitka. After months of confinement 
at tho Alaskan port tho sealers were 
released, destitute, to find their waj' 
back homo. Capt. Ogllvlo never re- 
turned. He was an old man, and wor- 
ried over tlie wrongs done until ho 
became Insane and was found at tho 
back of the Indian village, dead— ho 
had out his throat with a razor. 



PASSENGERS SAVED 
FROM 'STRAI\IDED STEAIVIER 



Kutsang Impaled on Submerged Rock 
in Eastern Seas— Ship's Com- 
pany Endangered 

Stranded on a submerged rock at 
tho entrance to Hatlen 'Straits bound 
from llonkong to Shanghai the Indo- 
Clilna steamer Kutsang was wrecked 
and thoso on board had a narrow es- 
cape, according to advices received by 
the Empress of India this morning. 

The captain and chief officer woro 
then on tho bridge. Officers and en- 
gineers ran to their respective posts, 
to prepare for evontualillcs and tho 
boats were made ready for launching. 
An investigation showed, that the Kut- 
sang wa.T making water in tho No. 1 
and 2 foreholds, in which a cargo of 
opium, hemp and molasses was stowed 
away, and on this being ascertained 
Captain Bradley decided to beach tho 
vessel for safety. Tho ship was head- 
ed towards shore and after an hour'.-i 
steaming she was grounded. At this 
timo tho fore part of the vessel had 
settled down considerably, the holds 
being awash, Tho sea wa.s still chop- 
py, but no danger was antlcijiated and 
thoso on board settled down to wait 
for relief. 

The steamor.Paotlng came In an.swor 
to distress signals and took off thoso 
on the wreolc The European pass- 
engers were talten off first and tho 
Chinese and Indian passengers after- 
wards. : The . oho'ppy.. water made,; the 
trip from the Kutsang" to ' the Faoting 
exciting, but alt ,were transferred 
safety.

If funds allow, tp found 
a scholarship at Ttuskln. CoIIese'T^ Ox- 
ford. , ... 

There aie many reasons- why, de- 
spite the fact that the average earn- 
ings of the unskilled German work- 
man do not e»!eed $5.50 per week and 
the skilled workman $7.00 per week 
the year round, that he can, as a rule, 
keep a savings bank account, A Ger- 
man workman occupies for himself 
and family but one room dnd kitchen, 
for whieli he pays a rental of about 
JB.OO a month, which Is less than half 
the rental paid, as a rule, by the work- 
man In our American cities. Ills wife 
Is often a breadwinner, and If his chil- 
dren are over fourtfjen, they likewiso 
as breadwinii'.'rs add to the family in- 
come. In addition to all this, the pa- 
ternal form of government exercised 
by Germany makes provision for the 
care of the wage earner and his family 
In the event of sickness, permanent 
Infirmity, accident, or old age. 

Realizing the condition under which 
many women are compelled to labor 
in the large cities, where sweatshop 
evils easily creep in, .Miss Anne Mor- 
gan, daughter of the linancler, has vol- 
unteered her assistance In an investi- 
gation of all the cigar factories of .N'ew 
York City, by the National Civic Fed- 
eration. Miss Morgan will especially 
look Into conditions In factories where 
women are employed, and when her 
observations have been completed and 
the evidence tabulated, will seek to 
remedy matters by having modern san- 
itary arrangements adopted where 
they are needed. Miss Morgan has al- 
ready received Samuel Prince, an In- 
fluential member of tln' International 
Cigarmakera' Uunion, and had a long 
conference with liim at her liome. This 
talk over conditions caused Miss Mor- 
gan and several of her women friends 
to begin the campaign.

The -total membership 
ot this body, as indicated, by the re- 
turns, is 335,075, of whom 14,972 are 
women.'' At the beglnhli}g of the year 
the union had a surplus of $2,'154,000 
in the treasury. The association is 
composed of all branches ot Iron and 
steel workers, with tlielr separate 
craft workc-r.s, but all under one gener- 
al head, and therefore no jurlsdiotiou- 
al Htril'e bothers the German workm.an. 
They also publish a weekly paper at 
a cost of over $GO.()UO a year. Latest 
statistics from Germany show that 
during the last three years the trade 
unions in tiiat country succeeded in 
rtHlucing the hours of labor for 774,- 
743 workers and In raising the wages 
of 1,632,103 during the same period.

The development of the. trade union 
movement on this continent is shown 
by the last meeting of this Federation, 
the supreme court of organized labor 
In North America in 1908, when affili- 
ation by charter numbered 111! inter- 
national unions, representing a,ppro.\I- 
mately 28,700 local unions, two Indus- 
trial departmentH, .'i8 state federations, 
r.OG city central bodies, i;S3 local trade 
and fi'deral labor unions. An appro.vi- 
uiate i-stlmate of tlu- membership 
would be 2,000,000. This Is not the 
total roll call of the American trade 
union movC-ment, many as yet being 
unrepresentetl In tills body.

"The snowstorm of Wed; 
hesday appears to have been heaviest on the 
Kentish coasts, where a steady fall was in 
progress all day and throughout Wednesday 
night. The actual depth on the ground was 
not reported to the Meteorological Office, but 
the amount of water collectedjn .tihejrain^^^ 
yesterday morning was hoMess than 1.9 inches 
.at Dungehess and .l.,0 inch at Dover. The

'.show depends largely upon the consistency of 
■the flakes, whether large and moist or small 
and comparatively dry. As a rule, however, a 
foot of snow is regarded as equivalent to an 
inch of water in the gauge; and as the fall in 
this case was in all probability of a normal con- 
sistency, it may be assumed that -in the local- 
ities mentioned the depth on the 'ground yes- 
terday morning varied between one foot and 
nearly two feet. 

The weather map for yesterday morning 
showed- that the cyclonic system which had 
occasioned so much bad weather was moving 
slowly eastward across Belgium. Snow was 
still falling in the immediate neighborhood 
of the disturbance, at Dover, Brussels, and in 
the northeast of France, but over the greater 
part of the United Kingdom tlfe weather Avas 
finer' than on Wednesday — with a continuance 
bf.sharp frost in most districts, and especially 
in central Ireland and the north of Scotland. 
At Birr Castle the thermometer in the early 
morning had fallen to 21 dcgrpcs, at Nairn to 
20 degrees, and at Wick to t8 degrees. Iij ad- 
dition to the depression over Belgium, other 
low pressure systems existed yesterday morn- 
ing over the south of Sweden and between the 
E!aroe: Islands and the Norwegian coasts, each 
(disturbance being accompanied by falls of 
snow in many surrounding localities. Over 
Western Europe generally the weather re- 
mained, in fact, in a very disturbed state, and 
at Biarritz a gale was blowing from the west- 
ward, with heavy rain and a rough sea. 

Last evening the barometer was rising over 
England, Ireland and the western parts of the 
Continent, but falling in Scotland and also in 
Ireland. The tendency appeared to be in favor 
of a gradual change in the type of weather, but 
in .the immediate future no great increase of 
temperature seemed likely to take place over 
the United Kingdom. In many parts of Great 
Britain the thermometer yesterday again failed 
to rise much above the freezing point, and in a 
few sheltered places further slight falls of 
snow were experienced. 

In London the snow of Wednesday con- 
tinued up to a late hour at night, and was fol- 
lowed by a rather sharp frost, the thermometer 
falling to 29 degrees in the screen and to 24 de- 
grees on the grass; Yesterday was upon the 
vvhole fair, but owing to a good deal of haze 
the recorder at Westminster failed to record 
as much as a quarter of an hour of bright sun- 
shine. In the shade the thermometer did not 
rise above 37 degrees all day, and the snow 
therefore showed little sign of thawing. In 
places exposed to the suns rays the thaw was 
of a more decided character, but was arrested 
as soon as night came on, when the ther- 
mometer again began to fall steadily towards 
the freezing point. 

Dr. Herbert Williams, the medical officer 
of health for the Port of London, has reported 
to the corporation that 

BAD MEAT. there is a large trade in 
IN ENGLAND the importation of offal 
from foreign countries in- 
to the port. It has been the practice to import 
this in boxes, frozen into a solid mass, so tliat 
it has been impossible to inspect properly such 
consignments, even if only to recognize that 
they were rightly described, apart from the 
question as to whether they were unsound, 
diseased, or unfit for human consumption. 

As a temporary arrangement, pending a de- 
cision as to the most satisfactory method of 
importing this offal, from the point of view 
of inspection, Dr. Williams has dealt with it 
on the results of a certain jierccutagc exam- 
ination, which had to be thawed out for the 
purpose of inspection. One recent consignment 
from America contained a large number of dis- 
eased sheep livers. These were in boxes bear- 
Jng an official label indicating that they had 
been inspected and passed in the country of 
;€xportation. In the same- ship were 300 frozen 
carcases of pi,c:s. Five per cent were thawed, 
with the result that some were foimd to be 
minus the lymphatic glands. The consignees 
at first objected to having the remainder 
thawed, alleging it would mean a total loss, 
but eventually consented, with the result that 
other carcases wiere found to be minus the 
Jymphatic glands, while one bore 'evidence of 
.tuberculosis. 

* •■ . ^ At a meeting of the corporation held at the 
Guild hall, Mr. PolHtzer, chairman of the Port 
Sanitary Connnittee, urged that the attention 
of the American ambassador should be drawn 
to the matter, as the imputation was that the 
American authorities were affixing official la- 
bels indicative of' purity to frozen and other 
meat, a percentage of which proved to be quite 
unfit for human food, 

Mr. W. 11. Williamson said the matter was 
one of great importance, especially as" affect- 
ing the poor, upon whom this cheap meat was 
foisted by unscrupulous dealers. The- con- 
sumption of diseased livers , was notoriously a 
cause of cancer. Thousands of pounds were 



being contributed by philanthropists _for can- 
cer research, and yet officially-certified meat 
from the United States, which on being thavyed-; 
was found to be diseased, was being sold to the 
great danger of the public health. The removal 
of the lymphatic glands from the animals 
showed that they had suffered from tubercu- 
losis or other diseases.

to the editor of the London Times : I nave no 
desire to work up any 
GERMANY AND fictitious alarms, but may 
X .CANADA I point out that since my 
last letter to the Times 
the question of German-Canadian relations has 
been up for discussion in the Reichstag? It 
was introduced by Dr. Stresemann, who is 
president of the Association of Saxon Manu- 
facturers, and of the recently established Ger- 
man Canadian Economic Association. He re- 
called how, despite the attitude assumed some 
j-ears ago by Germany, other Iiritish colonies 
have followed the example of Canada and 
given preferences to the home country. Ger- 
many had to deal, he said, with the resulting 
situation. The German people desired that in 
the future economic development of Canada 
their country should take such a part as cor- 
responded with its industrial capabilities. Dr. 
Stresemann elicited an interesting reply from 
Dr. van Bethmann Hollweg, the German 
Home Secretary: 

"Our relations with Canada," he said, "have 
formed for some time past the object of our 
most earnest attention. On the part of Ger- 
rhany there is no hindrance to the bringing 
about of an understanding which will permit 
the entry of the products of each land into the 
other under favorable conditions. So far the 
steps taken for this purpose have led to no re- 
sult. I cherish, however, the hope that once 
again the Canadian market will be made ac- 
cessible to Germany and the German to Can- 
ada." (Berlin Correspondent, Canadian Ga- 
zette.) 

Fiscal reformers do not complain that Ger- 
many should negotiate with Canada. Their 
complaint is that this country, under a Liberal 
regime, refuses to negotiate with the Domin- 
ion, though again and again invited to do so, 
and though the issues involved are of the most 
vital importance. We are entering upon a se- 
vere naval competition with Germany. Eco- 
nomic power is what will tell in the- long run in 
the struggle. If we permit Germany , to; fore- 
stall us " in negotiating a trade ' arrangement 
with this great group of British colonies, we 
shall give her an advantage which will be the 
equivalent of many Dreadnoughts. This will 
be perhaps the largest-sized blunder that even 
England has committed in the course of her 
Imperial history. Germany, we may be sure, 
appreciates the situation in England and will 
do her utmost to come to terms wfth Canada 
before the Liberals fall from power. The next 



few months, indeed, are / likdy trb.^^^ ^d^^^ 
whether this .country is to ' niaintain arid de- 
(Yelop its preferences- in .the .Canadian ports, or 
to fallow Germahy-^^^ other' powers finally to 
deprive us of most of their actual and potential 
value. The responsibility for the decision 
must rest entirely with the Liberal Govern- 
ment. The omens are certainly not favorable, 
and it looks as though we may still have to 
pay the heaviest price of all for the "inacce.s-. 
sible postulates" of the free-importing faith.:-' 



Fiscal refonn was one of the subjects 
which'.'engaiged the attention of the Associa- 
tion of Chambers of Com- 
FISCAL merce at its annual meet- 
REFORM ing in London the other 
' ,- . ■ day. The free-traders-pre- , 
serit seemed Very reiu^ to discuss it at all ; 
suggesting that discussion is useless because 
the Government would not act upon any tar- 
iff reform resolution, and that Chambers of 
Commerce are not proper bodies to pass such 
a resolution. In passing one may wonder 
what a Chamber of Commerce may with pro- 
priety discuss, if not a question profoundly 
affecting the entire commercial interests of 
the country, says the Times. It was moved 
by Mr. Thompson, of Belfa'^t, that the time 
has come when this country by reforming the 
fiscal system should place itself in a position 
to meet foreign competition on equal terms. 
As soon as the seconder had spoken Sir Wil- 
liam Holland moved the previous question, 
which of course was intended to stop discus- 
sion of the unwelcome topic. Lord Avebury, 
in seconding, was driven to employ the sin- 
gularly feeble argument that in the first fifty 
years of the last century our cxiiorts increasetl 
by twenty-two millions, while in the second 
half under free trade they increased bv one 
hundred and ninety millions. Did he ever in- 
quire how the case stands with France or 
with the United States, who have not adopted 
free trade? The motion was lost, and after 
some further discussion' the meeting voted on 
the original resolution, Avith the result that 
forty-six Chambers voted in its favor and 
thirty-one against it, while thirty-one remain- 
ed neutral. There was thus a majority in fa- 
vor of tariff revision of as nearly as i^ossible 
three to two, while the other thirty-two cham- 
bers have at any rate lost faith in the existing 
system, > though they may not see their way 
clear to voting for the alternative. A^ there 
"was not a two-thirds majority of the meeting, 
no action can be taken, but the balance of 
opinion disclosed fully explains the anxiety of 
the free-traders to avoid a division. It is also 
a striking testimony to the progress that tariff 
reform is making among the business classes 
of the country, and is the best possible answer 
to the free trade arguments still forlornly re- 
peated to a generation' that has 'seeff through 
them. ■ , 

The meeting then turned 'to Franco-Brit- 
ish commercoal relations and the proposed 
changes in the French tariff. Mr. Walter Beh- 
rens moved a resolution calling the attention 
of the Go\'crninent to the prejudicial effects 
of these chauf^cs upon J^ritish trade with 
France, and to the advisability of some com- 
mercial arrangement with a view to their at- 
tenuation in respect to British goods. That 
resolution was adopted with one dissentient — 



probably-va'S-log^cal person who could not see 
any sense"' in' asking the Government to do 
what it has no means of domg and never can 
have' while the present so-called free-trade 
system prevails. The meeting was in fact all 
but unanimous in desiring the end, although 
divided, as we have seen, upon the only pos- 
sible means. That is the beauty of our pres- 
ent system. Everybody is groaning under its 
;c.onsec|uences, even those^ who continue to 
suppbi't it; The gentlemen who tried to evade 
a resolution in favor of tariff reform, are ready 
to demand with one voice that the Govern- 
ment should protect them from the pressure 
of foreign tariffs. The Government is impot- 
ent in the matter, If it can get any attenua- 
tion it can only be b.y appeal upon political 
and not ec9nomic grounds; and we are al- 
ready hearing Warnings from France that the 
economic grounds' cbme first, arid that an en- 
tente maintained :by economic concessions- is 
not likely to prove enduring. The irony of 
the situation is apparent; and it is enhanced 
by our knowledge that we are to suffer be- 
cause there is a sort of tariff war between 
France and Germany. The French Govern- 
ment is very reluctant to put further burdens 
on our commerce, but the Germans have rais- 
ed their tariff, and France cannot reply with- 
out raising hers against us as well. We have 
nothing to bargain with, and she cannot -g^ve 
us preference for nothing.

NEGATIVE DEFECTS AND THEIR 

REMEDY 

PERFECT negative for printing pur- 
poses will have the very highest lights 
of the subject quite opaque, and the 
fTli'M^ ^'^''y deepest shadows (juite transpar- 
JLmf^i^ ent, but the rest will show every pos- 
sible gradation between these ex- 
tremes, the opacity of the various parts being 
proportional to the brightness of those parts 
of the image to which they correspond. In 
the case of a negative intended for the produc- 
tion of lantern slides or enlargements, it is 
belter that no part of the film should be quite 
blank, but all should show some detail, though 
it will necessarily be faint m the shadows. It 
is very rarely, however, that a perfect negative 
is obtained, and in this article the chief faults 
that are . likely to be met >yith will be::4^^ 
scribed, and- their caii.ses arid rernedies- -ex- 
plained wherever possible. Some of them 
arise from faults in the emulsion, others from 
faults in exposure, development, pr the subse- 
quent treatment 



Let us for the first example take a case as 
follows: The gradations arc good, but the 
negative is thin, i. e., the deposit is not suffi- 
ciently opaque in any part. The plate wa.^ 
coated with too tliin a film of .emulsion ; or 
it has been removed from the developer too 
soon ; or perhaps the developer was too cold. 
It is remedied by the process of intensifica- 
tion, which may be effected in several ways 
the simplest method, and, on the whole, the 
best, consisting of adding to the image of 
metallic sil\-er a quantit}' of metallic mercury 
proportional at any one place to ihe quantity 
of silver already present. This is known as 
mercurial intensification. The negative must 
he thoroughly washed aftet fixing, and -is 
placed for ten minutes in strong alum solutipn, 
and again washed; It is then immersed in the 
following solution : 

Mercuric chloride oz. 

Hydrochloric acid ........ .w. .90 grs. 

Water 16 oz. 

If the maximum amount of intensification 
is required, the negative must remain in this 
solution (termed the bleacher) until the image 
is bleached right through and is converted 
''into a double chloride of silver and mercury. 
If only a slight intensification is required, then 
the negative only requires to be- immersed in 
the bleacher for a -short time.' The negative 
after bleaching is thoroughly v/ashed and then 
placed in a solution containing 10 oz. of water 
and about 10 drops of liquid aminonia, strcn.L',th 
.880, and allowed to remain there until no fur- 
ther change takes place. The negative is then 
washed and dried. There is great latitude m 
this method of intensification that is not usual- 
ly known. It is frequently the case where 
only slight intensification is required that the 
worker looks over mercury and ammonia as 
an intensificr, because he knows that the re- 
sults are .so strong; whereas, by not bleaching 
very, far in the merciiry,' and using a very 
strong solutipn ol ammpnia, say, 50 drops to 
io oz. of water, only very slight intensifica- 



tion will take place. Although many kicks 
have been laid to this method, I have seen 
negatives as good as new that were intensified 
four years ago with mercury and ammonia. 
The whole secret of success with this method 
is thorough washing after each process, and 
to start with a negative free from hypo. An- 
other good method of intensification, which 
deposits on the original image a mi.xttire of 
silver and mercury, is i^loncklionen's cyan- 
ide inetluid. Its only drawback is that it in- 
volves the use of the highly ]:)oisonous com- 
pound potassium cyanide. Ii-i this, as the 
ammonia solution, two solutions arc required: 

No. I — Mercury Solution 

Mercuric chloride w 90 grs. 

Potassium bromide 90 grs. 

Water 10 oz. 

Hydrochloric acid . . 8 drops 

No. 2 — Silver Cyanide Solution 

Silver nitrate 90 grs 

Water 10 oz. 

Potassium cyanide Quant, suff. 

Dissolve the silver nitrate in the proper 
quantity of water, and to the solution add, drop 
by drop, with . vigorous sha,king, a saturated 
solution of potassium cyanide in water, until 
the. white precipitate that forms at first is 
iiearly but not quite redissolved. If the whole 
of the prcciijitate should be accidentally dis 
solved, a strong solution of silver nitrate must 
be added, drop by drop, until a slight precipit- 
ate forms and remains even after vigorous 
shaking. The liquid is then filtered. The 
thoroughly washed- negative is immersed in the 
mercury solution'.'triitil completely or partially 
bleachwl; 'accbrding to the degree of intensifi- 
cation reqriired. It. is then -well washed and 
placed in the silver C3'anidc solution, where it 
is allowed to remain until the image becomes 
quite black, when it is again thoroughly wash- 
ed. Prolonged immersion in the cyanide solu- 
tion- results in a gradual reduction of the 
image. REFLEX.

■enter ; ail (' emphatic protest against the adop- 
tion' of 'woman's suffrage, believing that such a 
measure would be in the highest degree in- 
jurious, both to the political and social well- 
being of the community." The motion was 
seconded by Mr. Calderon. An amendment, 
moved by Mr. W. G. Storieharti, and seconded 
by Mr. T. E. Luff, both of the Windsor Town 
Council — "That this meeting is of opinion the 
franchise should be conferred on all persons 
of 25 years of age" — was defeated by an over- 
whelming majority. Mrs. Walter, in second- 
ing a vote of thanks to Lady Haversham and 
the speakers, said the campaign they were en- 
gaged upon was neither a • pleasant- nor popu- 
lar one, especially for women. They honestly 
felt that the suffrage movement was most mis; 
chievous, and was likely to do a great deal of 
harm to- the country unless it was soon init a 
stop to. From her own personal experience 
and observation of other women's conduct, 
those who were best and most successful were 
those who minded their own business, kept 
their husbands and children in order, and had 
no parliamentary, aspirations. The resolution 
was carried with, a few dissentients. A. peti- 
tion against the woman suffragist movement 
was afterwards extensively signed.

He invited Mr. Moberly 
Bell, who had been for many years connected 
\\ ith a newspaper which throughout the world 
had maintained a reputation cnioved by no 
other newspaper whatever, to cont.nbute to die 
discussion. -/-j 

.Mr. Moberly Bell said that, whatever the 
trend of modern journalism, he held to one 
thing— the continued anonymity of the press. 

He was rather disappointed to hear the 
chairman accentuate the point 'that every one 
connected with the press was under the ham- 
mer of the advertiser. That was not the right 
view to take. There was sometimes mor.e 
value in the advertisement if the newspaper 
were independent, and wdiile they valued^rad- 
vertisements, it was far better! that the; n.ews- 
paper should speak frankly, and' openly, 
whether it was for or against them. The idea! 
of modern journalism was the ideal of modern 
business, the ideal of every act they ought to 
perform, the ideal of the EnglisF\ gentleman. 
(Cheers.) \ , 

Mr. T. P. O'Connor spoke of the great 
change that had taken place in fiournalism. 
The advertiser in England had Icfarned that- 
advertising was no longer to be regarded as a 
mere luxury of his business. He spbke of the 
advantages of displayed advertisements and 
agreed with the chairman that ther^ ought to 
be a closer scrutiny of advertiseml-nts than 
now existed. There were plenty of fewindling 
advertisements going about, and thh respon- 
sibility of the newspaper manager began \vhen 
he admitted advertisements which lie kneyv 
were meant to extort inoney. lie pointed out 
that book-reviewing in the newspapefs of this 
country had reached a high level. Ne^vspapers 
had widened the sphere of their influence, and 
he thought that descriptive writing ji.hould be 
more encouraged ; there was nothing i^i human 
life which should be too remote ftom the 
chronicle of the newspaper \

HE London "Idler" in its current

one of many ])nblic;itio!i;; wliicli find 
it necessary to sni^piy news of the Doniiniou 
in accord witli tlie public dcniaiuls in the 
Old Country. In this issue the "Idler"' gives 
an article by Colonel S. Dr. Gordon (late 13th 
Duke of Co'nnaught T.anccrs), whose enthusi- 
asm over sport in IJritish Columbia has al- 
,i--!4rea.dy./'foiind utterance.- The article as fol- 
lows: v " • • ■ 

Vancouver Island — at the other end of the 
lunpire — sounds a long cry for a fishing trip, 
but I venture to sa}' any fisherman who goes 
there, as I did last sununer, ay! 11 never regret 
the experience and Avill probably repeat the 
trip at the first op]3orlunity. Not only, -is -the 
fishing plentiful and first-class, but all the 
surroundings, the glorious scenery, perfect cli- 
mate, and the feeling of being in a n^w — and, 
in many districts, almost unknown land — all 
add -largely to the enjoyment. 

The journey out to Vancouver or Victoria. 
Avhich is on the Islantl. takes eleven or twelve 
(hn-s and costs about 45 pounds — if expense is 
no obicct — but it can be tlone quite comforta- 
l)ly by a hardy sportsman lor 35 pounds or 
even loss. The best time to go is the spring, 
especially for, trout fishing, and a keen fisher- 
naan, can find good sport right up to October. 

First as regards salmon fishing: Of the 
five species which inhabit tlicse waters, two 
only will take any lure. TIic "Coho" — a very 
game sporting fish, running rather small, 
comparatively, twenty pounds being a good 
one, anrl Iweh-e or fifteen ]50unds more com- 
mon — and the "Spring" or "Tyee" salmon, a 
monster running up to seventy pounds, a fine 
fighting fish, though, I think, weight for 
weight, the "Coho" may beat him. The "Coho" 
generally comes to the surface, leaps out of 
the water, and faces his foe from the start, 
whereas the "Tyee"' favors the depths and 
adopts more dignified tactics, Init he is none 
he less a worthy antagonist for any sports- 
man, liotii will take the fly at times and places, 
and if one quarter the time, skill and persever- 
ance expended in Scotland and Ireland on fly 
'fishing be spent in Brijnsh Columbia waters, 
I have no dotd^t that, at least equally heavy 
hags would be made ; but wdien six or eight 
fish — and probably larger ones — can be caught 
wilh a spoon to one on a- fly, it requires great 
loyalty to the latter to stick to it, and it there- 
fore happens that nearly everyone fishes with 
a spoon. ?\Iostly the salmon fishing is in salt 
water in the numerous and deep indentations 
in which the coast abounds, with a river run- 



ning somewhat here about in which the fish 
can spawn, but in someVse^sons ;they^can/a^^ 
be caught in the mouth of. thii;;;rivef itself, ancl 
some Avay up it. The spoons used arc of various 
shapes 'and sizes, but mostly very large, up 
to five and six inches long, and a good lead 
of lead has to be used, as the larger fish gener- 
ally lie some way from the -surface, though I 
have known monsters taken quite near the top 
Avith little or no lead. The adjustment of the 
lead to the various moods and caprices of the 
fish, is, to my mind, one of thc most important 
points, connected jvith lihis;,spoi;t, and one in 
which the experienced fisherman shows his 
superiority over the novice; no rules can be 
laid down for it. and it is a kind of instinct 
which can only be gained by loiig and deep 
study of the fish's habits. 

All trolling must necessarily^ be done from 
a boat-T-possibly in some rivers it might be at- 
tempted from the bank or by wading ; bnt such 
would be quite exceptional. The tackle with 
these large .spoons must be of the strongest, as, 
when sixty or seventy pounders arc about, half 
measures arc futile, and as the fish take readily 
not to say. greedily, at times and seem to have 
no suspicion of the line — to which the spoons 
arc attached — I should advise all wire and 
gut being abandoned as they invariably lead to 
disasters and catastrophes, and in their place, 
some very strong and moderately thin line. .\ 
thin line, known locally as "Kuttylumk." is 
generally obtainable at all local fishing places 
and answers the purpose vcr}- well. The In- 
dians who fish for business and not for sport, 
use an cnoruK^usly thick line right up to the 
spoon, and are extraordinarily successful with 
it— but then they roakc.no at.tempt at. playing 
a fish — using handltnes as one would in deep 
sea fishing, and drag the monsters in hand 
over hand, whatever their weight and size. The 
line itself—apart from the twenty or thirty 
yards of the thinner kind to which the spoon is 
attached — should 1k" at least 120 or 130 yards, 
and ma}- be of any kind, provided it is at least 
as strong as that to which the spoon is at- 
tached. 

As regards the rod to l)e used, many jioints 
have to be considered; > An ordinary salmon 
:od, such as is used in' Scotland, is hardly what 
is wanted, for when fishing from a boat, with 
a lead fifteen or twenty yards away from the 
spoon, it is obviously impossible to reel the 
fish up to within gaffing distance, and the 
longer the rod the more inconvenient and 
tioublcsome it is. When the lead reaches the 
top of the rod — presuming that this, lead is 
fifteen or twenty yards away from the spoon — 
there is nothing for it but to bring the fish in 
by handling the line, and here it is that dis- 
aster and catastrophes occur. If the fish is not 



nearly played out before the line is handled, he 
liis^y^makc. a sudden rush which may lead to 
'all sbrfe of terrible results— from a deeply-cut 
hand or finger, to a broken liae and the dis- 
appearing flap of an enormous tail. The actual 
gaffing has to he done with the line in one 
hand, "and a bad shot, by which the fish is 
pricked and maddened but not gaffed, leads to 
some very exciting and painful moments! In 
all these emergencies a short stout rod , is pre- 
ferable tO;the usual long^ .rather flexiblei.bne, 
though i do riot say it is essential. ' 

I believe there are various methods, more 
or less complicated, of releasing the lead when 
the fish is hooked, so that it either drops off 
and it lost, or runs down the line to the fish's 
mouth ; but, personally, I have seen none that 
really meet the case without being otherwise 
objectionable. 

. Of course, if one has a man rowing.who can 
aKsp help in gaffing the fish, matters are con- 
siderably simplified, but, here again, there is 
a disadvantage, for, when being rowed by an- 
other man, one has generally to sit in the 
stern witli ime"s back to the line, or at any 
rale to the spoon, and awful moments occur — 
sometimes bruised shins — in turning round to 
face the fish to play him. When rowing one- 
self (though it is certainly very hard work in 
some places such as Campbell river, where 
there is a.lways a strong current flowing) one 
at least has one's face to the enemy from the 
start, and it is easy to drop the oars (which 
slioidd be fastened to the rowlocks) and seize 
the rod. Personally. 1 much prefer rowing my- 
self, though, no doubt, this has its drawbacks. 
To sum up, so far, I advise a moderately short, 
stiffish rod, 150 yard-H of strong line, and 
twenty or thirty yards of thinner, yet very 
strong — preferably silk — line in place of any 
trace to which the spoon is attached. 

As regards spoons, 1 should always be 
giiitlcd by local fashions, which arc generally 
based on long local exiiericnce, and all re- 
(jiiisites can usuall}- be obtained at most fishing 
places. A good, long-handled gaff — without a 
barb, I think — and, .more. important,.. some in- 
strument to kill the fish when in the boat (or 
he may swamp yoii, or at. least cpver you 
v,'ith gore and slime), will complete your out- 
fit. . . 

Use j-our oldest-clothes, for salt water and 
fish gore mixed together play the mischief with 
anything decent, and .gum boots will keep your 
feet and le^s dry and warm ; also take some- 
thing on your hands to keeji tlie line from cut- 
ting you when bringing a fish into gaff, anil 
a towel to. wipe your hands on after a struggle. 

.\s regards localities, they are so numerous 
that I can only mention the best known and 
most notorious, although I have no doubt that 



there arc many arms and bays in the north 
;pf;iithe;..;.islah;d:vth'a^^^^^ never been tried in. 

■ which'monste^^^^ lurlc lbnging to be tempted and 
caught. 

If expense is no object, I can imagine noth- 
ihgrnipre-dclightful than hiring a motor launch, 

■ i# "wliicli. "oiiie cbulH^^^^^ live, and so ex- 
plore the numerous inlets and rivers with 
which both coasts of the island abound. Think 
of the joys of getting at all these untouched 
places going leisurely round from the one to 
the other, indein'ndciit of camps and roads; 
landing for the day at any likely .spot,' with the 
launch hanging about in sight to be., called up 
if wanted, and a certainty of comfortable beds 
and well-cooked dinners at each 'day's- end. Un- 
der such circumstances- sport need' not be con- 
fined to fishing, for all the enormous forests 
with w-hich this part of the island is covered 
swarm with elk, bear, panther, and deer, be- 
sides many varieties of small game, so that gun 
and rifle will have their .days as well as the 
rod. If that, however, is too costly a scheme, 
most of the best fishing centres can be reached 
by rail, steamer, or stige. There are good, 
comfortable hotels at all of them— $2.50 to 

a day, board and lodging — boats available, and 
everything done for sportsmen ; men to row 
them— when available — cost to a dny. 
.Such places are Cowichan Bay, Courtenay, 
Comox, .\lberni, and perhaps best of all Camp- 
bell river, which is noted for its huge and 
greed v salmon. Salmon Up to thirty pounds 
and forty pounds are also daily caught in Van- 
couver and \'ictoria harbors, and in their many 
bays and arms, during the season — from Au- 
gust to October : in fact, it would be difficult 
U) n:ime a i)lace on the coast of the island and 
within reach of a river where salmon do not 
congregate and cannot easily be- caught by .the 
methods I have mentioned. 

.So far, I have ony referred to a spoon as 
bait, but almost any kind of trolling bait— - 
rhanloms, Dcvons, Alexandras, etc., etc., all 
have their upholders and success, and. to. such 
all my other remarks apply equally 'with 
spoons. . 

As. regards the time of day at which the 
best sport can be had, it, of course, differs in 
different localities, but, generally speaking, the 
very early morning and the afternoon are the 
best, Ihongh the tides must also be consulted. 

The trout fishing is mostly in the Spring 
ancl earl}- sununer, for once any kind of sal- 
mon conunenccs to spawn in the rivers the 
Irout get gorged on their spawn and will hard- 
ly look at any other bait;. in fact, once the sal- 
n-ion , spawning commences, the rivers, them- 
selves become unpleasant and almost unfish- 
ablc from the number of dead and dying. sal- 



mon which are found everywhere— it being the 
.piistioni ,of the Pacific salmon tojdtspa^ 
this "life when . they have doiic' tlicir 'duty to 
their river by spawning there. 

It would' require an expert naturalist to 
classify the various kinds of trout in British 
Columbia — and they arc mostly found in the 
rivers of the island. The Stcclhcad — running 
up to 15 and 20 , pounds— the DoHy Va'rden, 
and many varieties- of the ordinary spotted 
species, air abouiici in various localities in both 
lakes and' riveYs,' and all give excellent sport 
with a l\y, though, perhaps, the very largest 
fall to a spoon ; it is, perhaps, sufficient to 
feel sure that good sporting trout of some 
kind or other can be founcl wherever there,; 
is sufficient -water for. them to exist. Tlic trput : 
rivers are r;o numerous thiat- it seems liardly. 
necessary^ or possible to -name' them' or even- !ta 
differentiate on their riierit'si TlieTDcpdty Coin'r 
missioner of Fisheries— himself a' keen fisher- 
man — says he does not know of any stream in 
the whole province "from which the angler 
may not at some seasons of the year fill the 
largest creel in a day's fishing." There is 
good trout fishing wherever there is a river 
or lake, and one can hardly travel a mile on 
Vancouver Island without coming across one 
or other, if not both.' 

For trout fishing English rods and tackle 
are all that arc required in fact,. they cannot be 
improved on, and the ordinary {Scotch and 
English loch-trout- and salmon fly, and some- 
times the ordinary trout fly, are all largely 
taken. Personally, I found the larger fly more 
killing than the ordinary fly, but that may only 
have been my imagination. When taking, the 
fish will take any recognized fly or bait,' and a 
blank day, at the right season,'- is very rare in- 
deed. The usual paraphernalia of English and 
Scotch trout fisliing arc equally useful out 
thcre-^reel; -landing net, etc. Wading in 
most of the rivers, if not absolutely necessar}'', 
will, at any rate, bring more water under your^ 
line, and every fisherman knows how superior^; 
and tempting the further bank always Iboks.-^ 

Finally, anyone dnd^rfety6vAr^\lil}h^0a. 
fisherman and sportsmkn^v.'itk.tfs^ful iiifot-hia- 
tion and advicej iii iacU a' sportsman to whoin 
1 had only jii'st been introduced"; lent me all his ' 
salmon fishing tackle — two rods, reels, lines 
and sonie big spoons — as all my English stuff 
was unsuitable: Nothing can exceed the kind- 
ness and general hospitality an English sports- 
man or traveler will meet with on the Island, 
which is largely inhabited by Englishv.settlers', 
and Mr. Mclvor, the C.P.R. game war^eiv'ipE 
the island — the most popular man on it, and 
a keen sportsman— makes if; his bttsiness, as 
it is his pleasure, ;to help e-i'crypne - and sho\v 
them' all sport. ' ' ' * . ' " \ '^f!^

feu- weeks ago said : Truly, old 
winter has his grip firmly upo!i 
us now^ Stealthily, insidiously, 
he approached, and slowly crept near, until 
one morning we awoke to find the thermome- 
ter below zero, with all the circumstances per- 
taining to that au.gust re.gistratioii — or all ex- 
ccjjt one: It did not actually feel so cold as 
one has often felt it in l.uigland when the 
thermometer uas at 25(leg. or so above zero. 
That is the marvelous thing about the Can- 
.-idian climate, due, I suppose, to the dryness 
of the air, and tlie prevalence of bright sun- 
shine. The thermometer is most misleading 
to an Engli-shman here, where a zero temper- 
ature actually feels much warmer than one 
/eels thirty degrees above zero at home — 
warmer, and infinitely more cheery and agree- 
able. 

Des|)ite warnings ;mcl anticipations, we 
bad actually cpiite iaileil to realize what haj)- 
])ens when zeri.i, and hebiw. is t'niched, .'iiid 
it was to a certain extent a surprise to find 
how thoroughly the frost held all things: our 
meat, our milk, our wood, our clothes, our 
implements — everything must be warmed be- 
fore it can be used satisfactorily. 

This weather, too, finds out the weak 
places, the draughty holes in the house, and 
Ave one and all spent two busy days plastering 
up minute crevices anil elnnlcs, encleavorin.g to 
conserve the heat enou,!,'-li l(j keep the rooms up 
to something oser 50(ie,g., where, by dint of a 
roaring fire, wc at length drove the lagging 
mercur_\-. Indoors, one seems to want a 
higher temperature here than at Home; while 
outdoors the much lower temperature seems a 
good deal more agreeable. 

Truth to tell, however, wc arc 110 Avorse 
off than most of our more c-xperienccd neigh- 
bors, such cold as 20deg. below zei-o being 
almost unknown in these parts. v,-here zero is 
commonly sujjposed to be the minimum reach- 
ed. ;ind ibe houses genei-ally ;ire uol built to 
star,d that extra 20 degrees with au)' com- 
fort to their inhabil.'uit.s. But even this un- 
cxjiected cold snap iloes not make One 'feel 
c^id, as one does at Home. 
' ■ The birds and beasts have greatly resented 
the abnormal cold. The fowls refused to come 
off their perches, and when hustled off to feed, 
stood alternately on either leg warming each 
one in vain. So, too. the slock, tisually quite 
content to wander afield— the horses pawing 
the snijw in search <if some possibli- (hiint;,-, 
ib.e. cows lo admire the scenery ami (luietly 
runnnatc — no longer care to stir from the 



barn doow but hang about ready tn slip in at 
the first opporttmit}-. .\eedless to say, they 
are not left out for long. 

Owing, perhaps, to the weather, I have 
had my first giin.pse of snipe, some of the lit- 
tle fowl hanging about an unfrozen streamlet, 
so tame that I stood within two yards of 
them, watching their eager hunting for in- 
sects. I fear their himger was unsatisfied, as 
insect life seemed \-ery scarce, i-'locks of a 
small bird, localh" known as a "cherr}--peekcr," 
lia\-e visited ns during the last few days, din- 
ing off the red haws of the wild rose bushes. 

Oiir work is, to a certain extent, checked 
now, the frost having penelf-ated the fir trees 
to such an extent that it is nearly impossible 
to split rails. Thus, oiu- energies are confined 
mainly to wood cutting for our own consump- 
tion and liatdin.q- the rails we liad previously 
spli't. .-\ .good fall of snow has made sleigh 
work easy, and we are taking advant.'-.ge of 
it as much as possible; as, indeed, arc all our 
neighbors, who have this work to do. There 
is no doubt that snow, of the quality and io 
the extent wc get it here, is a great boon, it 
is as dry and clean as table salt. 

The thoroughly settled folk here, i)crhaps, 
turn their attention to indoor chor;;es now, as 
soon as the slock have been seen to each day. 
C)tlu:rs, a,gain, go off for a holiday in Van- 
couver, or Home to the Old Country; so that 
things arc cpiiet, and our numbers seem 
smaller than ever in this wintry Arcadia, and 
there is any amount of time for cheery fire- 
side gossip and relaxation in the long evenings. 

.\mong our Christmas .gifts was a most 
anmsin.g Yankee book, :i species <>i "Inquire 
Within." The author, who is styled "Doctor," 
has gathered to.gether a most weird collection 
of recipes, interspersed with sapient remarks, 
ceimmendatory or otherwise, in his own inimit- 
able phraseology. Amongst , other recipes he 
gives one for "Toad Ointment" ; four toads, 
"good sized ones," being boiled alive, their 
remains are to be enibalmcd in butter and ar- 
nica. They must be "cooked very soft." The 
worth.N- author, ■•;ho, by the wa}-, kept a candy 
store al one tiiue, .c;i\-es hundreds of rcci])es 
for making Avine, Ijcer, soap, bread, cakes, etc., 
wilh inf.'dlihle cures for most illnesses that 
human flesh is heir to, to say nothing of a num- 
ber that we have never heard of, which' pos- 
sibly exist only in the talented healer's own 
fertile imagination. 

Two of ours went out to a neighbor's hoilse 
on New ^'ear's Eve. \\'here a New Year su])- 
|)e.r was given at the stroke of twelve. Surely 
the first meal of the year ought to iiave been a 
breakf.'ist. but it certainly was a fine supper, 
with "lashins to eat ancl gallons to drink"; 
and absent friends were not omitted in the 



toast list. A ninc-niile dri\-e through the frost 
wilh the thermometer below zero may be con- 
sidered an over-strenuous form of aperitif; but 
it was vcrv effective, and really itself cnjov- 
able. 

At this early sta.ge of the Xcw Year busi- 
liess, both agricultural and commercial, is 
nccessarih- cjuiet, I.nit I ex];ect that the local 
hardware inercliauts have done a' fine business 
in stoves and kitchen ranges. The cold snap 
must have brought grist to their mill. In the 
farming way there is much talk of tobacco 
.•uid its po.ssibilities on the flats near the lake. 
It is said that a govermnent expert has pro- 
nounced oin- local tobacco to be the best grown 
anywhere in Canada, and ecpial to the Ken- 
tucky main cro|). So liighK- is it thou.ght o( 
thai the .gi.i\-ernment have under consideration 
<a scheme tor de\-elo|)ing the industry on a 
large scale. It is said tltat 20,000 acres arc 
available for tobacco cultivation in this neigh- 
borhood, and that a large and remuherativc 
industry can be estabUshed.

L'CII has been said and written on 
the great [)rogress made in the 
work of building the Panama 
Canal since the .-Vniericans took 
oyer the great enterprise .from 
the French." Practically every 
visitor returning from the isthmus is enthusi- 
astic over the rapidity with which the steam 
shovels .gouge into the earth, the way the dyn- 
amite breaks n\) .yreal rock formations and 
the speed with which the fast-movin.g trains 
carry the loose material outside tlu! line of the 
canal. l.,ocoiiioti\-es, steam shovels, miles of 
railroad track and other powerful a.genls of 
excavation have come in. for their share of 
consideration at the hands of traveler and in- 
vcsti.gator, but the copper screen that has kept 
out the deadly ste.gomyia from the slecpin,g 
cpiarters of the canal employees and their 
families — the screen that pla}-ed such a I.)ig 
])art in eliminating \ ellow fever and checking 
malaria — has been ap])arcntly overlooked. 

The coppei- screen v,-as noi much in e\-i- 
(lence when the h^-ench laborers, stricken by 
yellow fever, fell by the dozen in the hi.g 
ditch on the iSthmus, but it was a bi.g factor 
in the experimental work of the American .sur- 
geons in Cuba in the early part of 1900, when 
the Ai'iicricans occtipied the island. N.ot long 
ago, while a party of si.ghtseers were on their 
way from Cristobal to Panruna City a woman 
called attention to the careful screening on 
ever}' house in the Canal zone,, and remarked 
that the government even provided luxuries 
for its employees. 

Au army surgeon -who was escorting the 
travelers observed politely that the screens 
were one of the compeUing necessities for 
sanitation, and informed the woman thit had 
it not been for..the use of screens in yellow fe- 
ver- cxterminatioii^ her life might then be in 
jeopardy from tlie dread disease^ as she jour- 
. neyed acrpss the- isthmus. 
' . It was with the assistance of the screen in 
their experiments in Cuba that the army sur- 
geons were enabled to find that 3-ellow fever 
was transmitted only through the agency of 
the stegomyia. .'\nd the screen also was one 
of the agents in fatal tests of Lazear, the army 
surgeon who submitted to the bite, of an in- 
'fectcd mosquito in Cuba and lost his life for 
the sake of humaiiity and his theory. Lazear, 
Carroll, Reed and Agramonte, the medical 
commission established by the government to 
solve the yellow fever ])roblcm in Cuba, 
brought out in their sticccssful experiments the 
necessity of screening, and when Colonel Gor- 
gas was sent to the isthmus as chief sanitary 
officer of the Canal zone to fight disease he 
did not overlook the screen. ■ 



The necessity of screening to isolate and . 
eliminate yellow fever niay be seen b}^ show- 
iu,g briefly the way the disease is fought. Let 
it be assumed that a yellow fever patient is 
found somewhere in one of the communities in 
the Canal zone. The moment he is stricken 
he is quarantined in a room screened so' care," 
fully that the smallest mosquito 'canriot -get, 
near him. The victim usually shows syflip"-' 
toms within five days after infection, and the 
.germ is only accessible to the stegornjda dur- 
ing the first three days of the disease. If the 
patient is screened from the germ-transmit- 
ting mosquito there is no opportunity for the 
fever to be carried to others through the 
agency of the insect. Experiments have 
sliown conclusivcl}' that a stegomyia wdiich 
has bitten a patient within the first three days 
of infection is' not able to transmit the dis- 
ease until twelve days afterward. The ste- 
.gomyia as a rule is active only at night, and 
if persons in the community arc isolated from 
an i)ifected mosquito by screening, while a 
carefully screened room iuclfjses the patient, 
the chances for the spread of yellow fever are 
e.xcecdingl}^ small. The stegomyia is the only 
mosquito able to transmit yellow -fever, while 
the anopheles alone can infect one with 'ina- 
laria. There are many varieties, but pnly the 
two named arc known thus far to science as 
agents of disease. 

Since the beginning of the canal work bA"- 
the Americans, in 'Mrxy, 1904, to ,Scptembe:- 
last year approximatelv .S6icj,o'JQ has been 
spent on screening. The Isthmian Canal Com- 
mission wasted no time on adjustalile window 
^icreens. The work Avas done on a larger 
scale than that. The. houses . for the canal 
employees are all eqiiipped Avith Avide veran- 
das, built usually around three of the four 
sides," and the screening extend.- from the 
ground to the roof. The windows which arc 
not screened o])en out on the screened ver- 
andas, and perfect ventilation is obtained. 
\\'hen the weather is too warm within doors 
the occupants of the cpiarters sit on the ver- 
andas protected absolutely froiiij-nio^quitpes. 
This sum of over i{5500,ooo expended' oh s'creeh- 
iiig incllidiss the Avoodwbrk and" painting and 
the labbt* required to put it up; The screening 
used by the commission has been mainly ,c^£.;. 
two kinds — a bronze Avirc, containing frpm!- 
So to 90 per cent copper, and a brass wire>' 
containing from 62 to 66 per cent copper. 

The mosquitoes of the isthmus have found 
that there are some 606,975 square yards of 
forbidden surface through which they cannot; 
penetrate, for this is the total area of .screen- 
ing used. The cost of the wire Avas ,$255,714, 
averaging 38,34 cents a square yard.

■ Despite the vast area of British Cohimbia:~ 
it is six times as large as the combined areas 
of all the New England States — its resources 
arc little known. Most people think of it — if 
they think of it at all — as :i forbidding land. 
Yet in its almost 400,000 square miles of tcr- 
ritary, which ranges in a great' iiregular.quadT.. 
rangle, 700 miles from north to soutli, ancf 
with an ayerage width- of 400 miles, there are 
many extfernely rich areas of fertile grain and 
.. fruit land, which, as I will narrate in this arti- 
> cle, already produces fruit and grain that com- 
pete with any in the West. 

And the land is cheap; the climate is mild. 
Cheap land and healthful conditions have 
been the. lodostone of the pioneer since thc- 
great western plains of America were first set- 
tled. I know British Columbia like a book. I 
have lived here for fifteen years, and I know 
■.that- it holds vast promise for the pioneer. Of 
course, the country has its drawbacks, u great 
many of them, but these arc rapidly disappear- 
ing as oar territory is being settled up. _ And 
I am one of those enthusiasts who maintain 
that British Cohnnbia holds out better chances 
than any new country that the white man can 

live in. . .. 

The surprising feature of the province is its 
diversity. The coal measures of British Col- 
umbia are sufficient to supply the world for 
centuries ; it produces the greatest area of nier- 
chantable timber in North America; the mines 
have yielded $275,000,000 and are hardly in 
the early stages of their development; the fish- 
eries give up $7,500,000 annually, and, aside 
from salmon fishing, their vast importaiiGe,.is 
only beginning, to be realized; the agricultural 
and iruit lands last year produced over 57,500,- 
' 060, atid'''and brily a' fraction of the available 
land is settled upon, much less cultivated. 
There are vast deposits of iron ore, hematite, 
and magnetite iron of the finest quality which 
still remain undeveloped. The province has 
millions of acres of pulp wood yet unexploited; 
petroleum deposits but recently ..discovered, 
which are among the most extensive iri- the 

world. ■: .. ■ . , , , j , 

. Yet much of the territory is unexplored and 

its potential value unknown. -Huge areas of 
cheap land are available to the settler. A 
prodigal nature has endowed it with all the es- 
sentials for the foundation and maintenance of 
an empire. It is placed in the healthful tem- 
l)crate zone ; it has a commanding position on 
the shores of the Pacific; it is encompassed 
with inspiring grande}ir,and beauty. From a 
scenic viewpoint^ British Golumbia is a para- 
dise. -'for the sportsman, explorer, and sight- 
'seer.' ; Far back from the rich and low alluvial 
yalleys which are warmed by the Japanese 
current and possess much the same climalc 
as that of Seattle or Portland, lie the great Sel- 
kirks, incrustcd on their summits with snows 
and on their l)lack flanks containing huge for- 
ests of commercial timber. Vast glaciers in 
the mountains feed the streams of living 
waters, which, clear and crystal, rush down to- 
ward Ihe ocean, furnishing for the future an 
inexhaustible supply of water for irrigation. 
Within this forested interior, in the high up- 
lands, tlic game fairly swarms. Trout and 
salmon of huge size are caught in the great 
streams of living waters that rush from the 
precipitous mountains down past the vast' 
stretches of commercial timber; past the fertile 
mountain valleys with their rich orchards of 
deciduous fruits, and at last empty into the 
ocean or its tributaries. Elk, deer, bear, quail, 
ducks, partridges, grouse and fur-bearing ani- 
mals innumerable range the vast and unex- 
plored areas. Enormous herds of caribou find 
fattening forage in the rich inland meadows. 

Ilcrc, uninterrupted b}' the ringing of the 
woodsman's axe, the great silent tragedy of 
nature proceeds year by year in this primeval 
wilderness. The puma, crouching on the 
crooked limb, plunges on the young deer fawn 
as it follows its mother to the drinking pool. 
The grizzh', huge and uncouth, disputes his 
little domani with man or beast. The coun- 
•try in tlic mountain interior is rich, primeval, 

' Jbrimming witli life. 

The fisheries of British Columbia compri.se 
a tremendous industry. Salmon in the spring 
rush up the streams in armies of millions. At 

'. times the bodies of the spawn . of these huge 
fish obscure the rocky bottoms of the smaller 
fivers. 

The huge forests of great conunercial tim- 
l)er hold out a promise almost unbelievable to 
the lumberman who has liccn concerned with 
America's fast-disapi)caring timber supply. 
Another ^-.ource of wealth is comprised in the 
rivers and mountain lakes, containing possibil- 
ities for an alniost inexhaustible supply of elec-. 
tricnl power, to. be developed by the fa,ll of the 
water. And they have, neyer been harnessed; 

Perhaps the most important feature, how- 
ever, from the view])oint of the reader, wlifcf 
may wish to settle in this rich and Httler 
known frontier, is the climate of the country,, 
ts transportation facilities, its "modern . con- 
veniences," and the. market. 

As to the first, it may l,)e said that varied 
climatic conditions prevail; as to the second, 
that in some regions the transportation facil- 
ities arc excellent, and in others there arc 
none; a.s to the third, . except in the larger 
towns, the settler will find but few modern 
conveniences ; arid as to the fourtii, the mar- 
ket, let me tell you that British Columbia pos- 
sesses excellent local markets, for the whole 
country is dotted with mining and logging 



camps employing thousands of men. 

V"arioi,is climatic conditions prevail in Brit- 
ish Columbia. The Japanese current and the 
moisture-laden winds from the Pacific exer- 
cise'a'mbdc influence upon the climate 

of the Coast and provide a copious rainfall.' 
The westerly Avinds are arrested by the Coast 
Range, thus creating what is known as the 
"dry belt" east of those mountains; but the 
higher currents of air carry the moisture to 
the loftier peaks of the. .Sefkirks, causing the 
heavy snowfall which distinguisnes that range 
. irom. !its ■.eastern .'neighbor,-xthe . Rockies. Thus 
a series' 'of itUeriial:e nioist and dry belts is' 
formed. 

But as a whole the climate of British Col- 
umbia presents all the conditions met with in 
Etiropean countries lying within the temper- 
ate zone, the cradle of the greatest nations of 
the world. It is a climate well adapted to the 
development of the human race under the most 
favorable conditions. The air is pure, Jt is 
free from malaria, and there is a total ab-, 
sencc of extremes of heat and cold. lirit.ish 
Columbia is a vast sanitarium and a gold mine 
in opportunity. People coming here from the 
l-'.ast invariably improve in health and in ma- 
terial riches. The climate indeed is superior 
to the Ivast in every respect, both as regards 
heat and moisture. British Columbia is worth 
more than Quebec and all the Maritime Prov- 
inces thrown in. 

Gold was the lodcstonc which first at- 
tracted men to British Columbia; next the 
fame of its forests and fisheries spread. The 
agricultural possibilities were at first over- 
looked by the miner, lumberman, and fisher- 
man, and for many years the world at large 
was ignorant of their existence. The opening 
of the . country by railroad systems disclosed 
the fact that the agricultural and grazing 
lands of British Columbia, are. by far the. most 
valuable of the country's assets. 

With all this talk about the agricultural in- 
dustries of this new frontier land, the reader 
will wish me to come down to nard facts; the 
proof of the pudding is the eating. Within the 
last five years the shipments of fruit from 
liritish Columbia have increased over sixty 
per cent, the shipments last year (1908) beiiig 
over 5,000 tons. The increase in fruit avf pge 
have" b"een' ama'zihgi' In 1907, over r, 000,000 
fruit trees were planted in the great, broad 
river vallfeys' of British Columbia. In 1908; 
still more trees were planted, and today there 
are more than 100,000 acres in fruit trees, 
yieldin.g an annual revenue of over $2,000,000.

Stirling, of the Bankhcad Ranch, Kelowhi^, 
British Columbia, has prepared the following 
statement about his ranch, which consists of 
16 acres of land: Invtherlast year his ranch 
produced 170 tons bf^fftutjfthc year before 
l)roduced 130 tons of fruit;: and the year be- 
fore that it produced: 140 tons. His Jonathan 
apples, planted 5 years ago, produced 100 
pounds of fruit to a tree.' This fruif was 
worth $1.50 for each 40 pound box. At the 
age of 4 years these trees produced 60 pounds 
per tree, and at 6 years old they will produce 
200:pounds of fruit to a tree. 
' But this is not the least of Mr. Stirling's 
doings. From 6.J^:-acr.es,Jie actually made over 
$5,000, and the rcfcbfd'bf the production is as 
follows: From i 1-3 acres of Bartlctt pears 
were produced 16 tons of fruit, or about 800 
boxes; selling price, $1.35 per box, f. o. b. pack- 
ing house, $1,080. One and one-third acres 
of Beurre d'Anjou pears produced 17 tons, or 
850 boxes; selling price, $1.40 per box, f.6.b. 
packing hotise, .$1,190. Two aiid one-third 
acres Italian prunes produced 32 tons, or 3,200 
crates; selling price, 60 cents per crate, $1,920. 
One acre of plums produced 12 tons, or 1,200 
crates ; selling price, 70 cents a crate, $840. And 
from this it is ea.sy to sec where the $5,000 
comes in from the small plot of land. 

The actual experience of many fruit-grow- 
ers is highly satisfactory to them, and a tempt- 
ation to every- man who desires . to ' make 
money pleasantly to set up in the business. In 
.dkariagan there' are instances of $500 to $600 
gross profit per acre. At Kelowna, 9 tons of 
pears and 10 tons of prunes per acre are not 
uncommon. Near Nelson, 14 acres produced 
1,000 cases of strawberries and 94 tons of 
roots, netting the owner $100 per acre. This 
land was formerly a cedar swamp. At Lyt- 
ton, tokay grapes, averaging 4 pounds to the 
bunch, were grown in the open. On the Cold- 
stream Ranch, near Vernon, 20 acres produced 
$10,000 worth of Northern Spy apples. At 
Peachland, one acre and a half gave a return 
of .$700 in peaches. Tomatoes to the value of 
$1,500 per acre were grown on Okanagan I^akc. 
A cherry tree at Pcnticton produced 800 
pounds of fruit; ^another, at Agassiz, l,opo 
pounds, ■ ' ' . 

In the suburbs 'of Victoria, the following re- 
sults, are authenticated : Four acres of straw- 
beiries produced 28,126 pounds of fruit, which 
sold for $2,598 net, or .$650 per acre ; half an 
acre produced 2,826 pounds, giving a net re- 
turn of .$301 ; another grower raised 12,556 
pounds of berries on one and one-half acres, 
which sold for.$i>228.6o net, or over $800 per 
acre. ' . ' 



Fruit-raising is not the only agricultural 
industry in British Columbia; dairying and 
live stock are imfsortant industries. : Swine, 
sheep and cattle are raised in great numbers, 
and poultry production is a fascinaiting minor 
pursuit of the farmer and settler. 

Vegetables afford a tremendous product. 
The bottom land^ of the Columbia River arc 
very prolific. Potatoes yield 300 to 400 
bushels to the acre, and other roots give equal- 
ly heavy returtis}i\!Garde^ 
]5crfection, and^'eveh'ih'e' iTior^ deliiiat'e varieties'' 
are seldom injured by frost or drought. Al" 
though the yield of vegetables, .grain, and root 
crops is increasing annually, it is far from 
satisfying to the local demands. j\lining, lum- 
ber, and railway enterprises employ largi 
numbers of men, whose wants can only be 
supplied by importing the articles from abroad. 
Over 2,000 tons of vegetable .products are im- 
ported every year. 

It is impossible to enumerate all the rich 
lands whicli are open to the settler. Accord- 
ing to the report made by C. A, R. l ambly, 
government agent at h'airvicw, there are 
1,800,000 acres of government land in Similka 
nieen alone. In the Similkameen Valley, roots 
and vegetables reach perfection on the rich 
black lands. Carrots, onions and parsnips do 
well on the sandy beihches. " Apples, pears, 
apricots, cherries, peaches, and all small fruits 
are a grand crop and of good flavor. Yet in 
this region only 15,000 acres are under cultiva- 
tion. 

Can it be. wondered that the pc0]:ile of I'rit- 
ish Columbia are firm in the belief that this 
new region is destined to occupy a position 
second to none in the world's commerce and 
industry? 

All the . lands in British Columbia within 
twenty miles ori each side .of the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway main line are the property of 
Canada, with all the timber and minerals they 
contain (except precious metals). This tract 
of land, with its timber, hay, water-powers, 
coal and stone, is now administered by the De- 
partment of the Interior of Canada, practically 
according to the same laws and regulations as 
are the public lands in Manitoba, SaskatcHer 
wan, "Alberta arid the Territories. Dominion 
Government agencies are established at Kam- 
loops and New Westminster. 
- Next to her great industry of minerals, the 
most readily available, if not the most impor- 
tant, of British Columbia's natural resources 
is her immense timber reserve. This Province 
may now be said to possess the greatest com- 
pact area of merchantable timber in, North 
America. The total forest. ^rea.;pf.' Canada is 



The Subways of New York and London 




Wti:^^^ OU must take into considera- 
tion," said Mr. Albert H. Stan- 
ley, director of the London un- 
derground electric railway, to a 
New York Times reporter, "the 
fact that the New Yorktr is 
rather methodical in his habits. He wants to 
go to the office at a given time, and he wants 
to go home at a given time., There is a unan- 
imity of inclination in this respect that seems 
to be quite decisive and invariable. The whole 
town goes to work together, aiid the whole 
town leayes its "work together to go home, 
which makes a stupendous problem of trans- 
portation here that is quite unknown in any 
other city in the world. The regulation of 
trains to accommodate this unique character 
of New York traffic has been no easy problem 
to solve. 

"More trains would not relieve the crowd- 
ing the cars?" "There is not so much objection 
to the crowding of the cars, perhaps, as there, 
would be to slow methods of transportation. 

"What creates this crowding of the sub- 
way trains, abroad as well as in New York, is 
the eagerness with which you and I, and thou- 
sands more, want to get to a given place. Th» 
full meaning of rapid transit is quick service, 
speed with maximum of .safety and a miniitjuni 
of cost. One can readily endure sonie dis- 
comfort for the ultimate advantage of quick 
transportation, a matter Avhich the subway 
system in New York has solved, perhaps, more 
thoroughl}^ than anywhere else in the world. 

"The speed of subway express trains here 
is greater than in London. In fact, the entire 
l)roblcm of transportation in New York, sur- 
face and underground, while greater than that 
of any other city, is also the largest and one of 
the best equipped systems in, the worid. 

"If the facilities of transportation. are great- 
er, what about the discomforts of overcrowded 
cars ?" _. 

"I have- 'Seen 'almost as depse crowds' at 
the subway stations in I^pndon arid Pairis Jas 
I have seen in the stations here in- New. York;'' 

"In ^pite of thfe laws' lit' Europe governing 
the number of people admitted to a car?" 
•'"There is no restriction as to the numl^er of 
people in an underground railway car. The 
laW only affects the surface vehicles. It is 
really no puijlic satisfaction to a crowd anxiou.s 
to be carried forward to be placed under legal' 
restraint. Rapid transit in the big cities has 
only one purpose, to do what is required of it, 
which is to carry the passengers desiring 1;rans- 
portation as quickly as possible to a given' 
destination — and in safety. 

"Is the overcrowding in the London ftube' 
as great as it i.s in New York?" "Well, there 
arc not seats enough for everybody. The cars 
of the London underground electric railways 



resemble very much the equipment of the cars 
in New York. Necessarily, during the busy 
hours, there are what you call over here 
straphangers in the London 'tube.' 

"In London, however, we have more area 
to cover than in New York; our mileage is 
greater, and. the hours of crowded traffic are 
scattered: over a larger period. In New 
York the office forces and the laboring forces 
must travel back and forth at almost the same 
time. In London the traffic is more evenly 
divided, so that the unavoidable democracy of 
the New York crowds in the subways here iii 
eliminated by these distinctive differences of 
custom in London. 

Over there we have first and/ secotid-class 
coaches, which diminishes the' universality of 
crowds. However, the greatest number of 
people travel third-rclass in the underground 
in London. It would be quite impossible, it 
seems to me. to classify the subway servicejn 
New York.'' 

"You don't think New Yorkers would pay 
an extra fare on the subway to escape the con- 
gestion of crowded cars?" "It would scarcely 
pay to give passengers in the subways in New 
York a Pullman car service, would it?" "You 
don't think the New Yorker would take ad-' 
vantage of it?" 

"There are only, so many cars to a tram, 
and only so many )trains can run on schedule 
speed. If you change the one-fare system, 
you would have to give better car cciuipment 
for the extra fare, and so delay the limit and 
lessen the transi)ortatiou scope of the entire 
service. After all. is there any serious dis-. 
comfort to a waiting crowd, providing it^is 
waiting for what it w^nts, and it gets it?" 

"I have seen crowds/ in 'Loridoii wait out- 
side, a theatre all the aiftcrijobn, so as to be 
sure and get an evening's amusepient. \ou 
know it has become a custom to grumble at the. 
slightest delay in rapid transit service, but I 
cloubt. whether it is ever deserved when the 
Whole situation is clearly understood." 

"The crowding of cars in the New York 
subway is not a serious discomfort.-'" 

"Not when von take into consideration the 
wonderful speed of the service, which is, after 
all, the problem of efficiency. 

"Do the doors of the cars in the London 
underground close with a lever, so as to almost 
seal the passengers in them?" "In London 
the subway passenger is a great assistance to 
us. The cars are fitted with doors in the cen- 
tre of -the car on eifthcr side and at the ends. 
The passengers open these themselves when 
they leave the cars, and the guards close them 
from the station platform when the train is 
about to move." 

"Isn't that safer in case of accident?" 
"Tjic automatic signals and other devices uni- 



versally in use on all subways today make the 
chances of accident very improbable. How- 
ever, the safest place in case of accidenjt , for 
the passenger is inside the car. . " 

"On the other hand. Lam inclined to think 
that the system of doors in the middle en- 
ables us to handle crowds, getting on and off 
.trains, more rapidly. On our underground 
roads, which are built on the same principle as 
the subway here, we employ only four guards 
to a train of 10 cars, because the passengers 
open the doors themselves from within. On 
our tube system, hov/ever, which is built- per- 
haps 80 feet below the surface, we have a ■ 
guard to every car, just as you have here. 
There is, perhaps, someithing to be said in 
favor of the London subwayite, who volun- 
tarily lends his assistance to the management 
in his egress from trains." — New York Times.

NEW PRESIDENT OF SWITZERLAND 

The new president of the. Swiss Republic, 
who will hold office for 1909, is j\I. Adolphe 
Deucher, of Thurgovie. M. Deucher is a vig- 
orous octogenarian, and has been president on 
three previous occasions. In his younger days 
he was a medical man, and was first elected a 
member of the Federal Council in 1S83 — twen- 
tv-six years a.go. It is interesting to note that 
of the' presidents of the Swiss Rcpubhc six 
have come from Zurich and six from Canton 
Vaud, of which Lausanne is the capital. Ncu- 
chatei has given five presidents to the repub-. 
lie, one of them Iicing thfe school-master presi- 
dent, the late Numa Droz. i\r. Schenk, of 
Berne, and M. Welti, of Argovie, filled the 
president's chair six times. — Westminster Ga- 
zette.

This-in^mensc ejctent-of for-' , 
est and woodland is not, bf-cbufsef all'bf p^ 
cut coniercial value, as nmch of it is covered 
with small trees, only fit for fuel and domes- 
tic purposes, which would nol; be considered 
as "timber" by loggers, who choose only the 
largest and best trees. As far north as Alaska 
ithe .coast is heavily timbered/ the forest line 
following the indentations of the shore and the 
river valleys and fringing, the mountain sides. 
The Douglas fir, the most widely distributed 
and valuable tree found on the Pacific Coast, 
grows as far north as 51 degrees, where it is 
supplanted by the v.ypress, or yellow cedar, red 
cedar, hemlock and spruce. The fir is very 
widely distributed, being found from the coast 
to thp Rocky Mountains, On the coast it . ajtr- 
tains' itiimense proportions, sometimes to.wcip- 
ing to a height of 300 feet, with a basercirp;:^^^; 
cumfereoce of 30 to 50 feet. The best aver- 
age trees are 150 feet clear of limbs and five 
to six feet in diameter. The fir is the staple 
of conunerce, prized for its durabih'y and 
strength. The great bodies of this limber arc- 
found on Vancouver Island, on the coast of the ' 
Mainland and in the Selkirk and Gold Moun- 
tains, Next to the Douglas fir in importance 
are the cypress and red cedar, both of Avhich 
are of great value and much in demand. Red 
cedar shingles are the standard, and are find- 
ing an increasing market in Eastern Canada. 
The white spruce is also much sou.ght after 
by certain builders for use in the better class 
of buildings. Hemlock is abundant in the 
Province and possesses qualities which should 
make it more valued than it" is. The Western 
species is different and much superior to' th'ev: 
Eastern hemlock, and is as serviceable i:i many'" ' 
ways as more prized lumber. There arc many 
other trees of commercial value which are 
manufactured into lumber, including white 
pine, tamarac, balsam;- 'yew,- maple and ■cbttbn- 
wood. 



HOW THE EARTH TRAVELS 

The Abbe Morcux, in an article which is 
published m L'Jllustration, in reference to our 
]3lacc in the Universe, mak-cs the following re- 
markably interesting statements: A person 
living in the latitude of Paris is traveling, as 
regards the rotation of the earth upon its own 
axis, at the rate of nearly 1,000 feet per sec- 
ond ; and as regards the rc\'olntiou of the 
earth in its comparativcl}-- vast orbit around 
the sun, at the rate of 1,600,000 miles a day ; 
or 18.6 miles per second, which is 70 times as 
fa'st as a cannon ball. 

More than 140 millions have been counted 
upon telescopic photographs of that- almost 
inconceivable multitude of stars which' arC: to 
be found in that white girdle of the Celestial 
Sphere, the Milky Way ; while, moreover, 
each of these 'stars is a sun like .our own, 
probably stirrouiidcd by planets, and all in 
rapid motion, arid" many of them more swiftly 
than is the case in our own system. ' 

And in this seeming vast chaos there exist 
regions so thickly studded •vvith stars, that the 
power of modern instruments is supremely 
.taxed to resolve and to count them; and yet 
each of these very stars is separated from its 
neighbors by distances, which light, traveling 
at the rate of 1S6.000 miles per second, cannot 
traverse in less than three years; while some 
o[ these stars. arc so distant that light occupies 
several centuries in makin.g the journey. 

These figures are moreover, he adds, not 
fantastic guesses, but the results of accurate 
measurements — ^which give some faint idea of 
the wonderful immensity of the UriiYersity of 
which we form so small and so insigtiificarit a 
part. 

It was formerly thought that our sun was 
situated comparatively near the centre of the 
Universe; but it lias now been discovered that 
the visible Universe consists of two distinct 
])arls, mul of iwn \'ast ]iroccssions of stars, 
moving in paths which make with each other 
an angle of 115 degrees, and one of these stellar 
streams travels three times as rapidly as the 
other. . ,! " - • 

Our sun forms part of one of these streams 
and is at the present lime at their intersection. 

Now, what is nur go;U? When shall we 
reach it? -And what will then haj^pcn ? Or 
shall we in this ])ass;!ge across the con.gested 
heavens be shattered by son.ie collision, and 
resolved into a gknving nebula? 

For this has been the lute of man}' stars; 
and of several within the period of human his- 
tory; and. of one, Nbva''Persei, within the past 
few years, and under our very eyes. 



SUPERIOR HEALTH OF NEGRO CHIL-

III" iiilellectual in-owess. When these two 
items arc excluded, a coniparison of the two 
races shows clearly the sujierior physical con- 
dition of the negro children. Incidentally,' wc 
noted that l,hc negro children had by far the 
ijettcr teeth. — Psychological Clinic.
